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A CORRESPONDENT of some years’ service and ex- 
perience writes: ‘‘The clothing settlement as it 
now stands is an excellent improvement; so is the 
system of monthly pay. Add to thesea law making 
the term of enlistment three years and I am confi- 
dent desertions will decrease more than 75 per 





cent.” Weare not so confident ourselves, but still 
many prominent military men favor a three-years’ 
enlistment. 








THE troops at Fort Barrancas, Fla., commanded 
by Colonel Loomis L. Langdon, 2d U. 8. Artillery, 
expected to move this week into camp at Huntsville, 
Ala., there being fears of yellow fever at Pensacola 
thissummer.

Engineer Corps, and providing for an Assistant

MaJoR-GENERAL J. M. SCHOFIELD, commanding 
Division of the Atlantic, has directed the establish- 
ment of a camp of rifle instruction at Fisher's 
Island, an admirably located spot in the vicinity of 
New London.

As AN evidence of the enterprise of Chili may be 
mentioned the fact, commented on by Consul 
Romeyn at Valparaiso, that the Chilian Naval au- 
thorities have under construction at Valparaiso a 
pair of steel boilers for the wooden cruiser Pil- 
comayo, built in England for Peru and captured by 
the Chilians. The contract price for the two boilers 
is stated at $27,000, gold. The material is imported 
from England, but the majority of the workmen 
and artisans are natives of Ohili. Wages in Chili 
for skilled labor are not far short of what is paid in 
the United States, the higher class of metal workers 
receiving as high as $4, gold, per day. 








THE yearly spectacle of the unbusinesslike meth- 
ods of the Government as developed in the conduct 
of the Revenue Marine Service and the Navy, is 
again exhibited in the appointment of seven revenue 
cadets to third lieutenancies, while some dozen or 
more graduates of Annapolis are turned adrift by 
reason of there being no vacancies for them. How 
long is this state of affairs to continue? How much 
longer will the Treasury Department keep its Naval

UnLess Congress passes one of its emergency 
resolutions, extending the appropriations of the cur- 
rent fiscal year for the support of the Army and 
Navy, before the close of the week, these two Ser- 
vices will once more be subjected to the inconven- 
ience of hving on credit for some days after the 
new fiscal year opens. Both the Army and Navy 
Appropriation bills are in a forward state, but it 
will be almost impossible for them to pass the 
Senate and run the gauntlet of conference com- 
mittees before the week cleses. Both bills are in 
the hands of the Seaate Committee on Appropria- 
tions, the Army bill being in charge of a sub-com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. Plumb, Gorman, and 
Allison, and the Naval bill in the hands of Messrs. 
Hale, Beck, and Farwell. The committees are 
anxious to get both bills before the Senate during 
the present week, but there is not sufficient time to 
give them proper consideration, and many amend- 
ments have beeu added, which will require the ap- 
proval of the House. 








ENGINEERING tells us that, having opened their 
railway from the Caspian to Samarcand, the Rus- 
sians are now busy discussing how best they shall 
link it with the European network. There are now 
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bre ks to one, by eliminating the Black S2a voyage 
altogether; and with this end in view two proposals 
are discussed—one for extending her Rostoff-Vladi- 
kavhaz Railway to Petrovsk, on the Caspian Sea, and 
another for pushing down tothe same point the rail- 
way system from Tsaritzin. In either case the only 
water intervals between Charing Cross and Samare- 
and would be the bit between Dover and Valais, and 
the sixteen hours’ run by steamer between Petrovsk 
and Azoun Ada. With regard to completing the 
railway system to the Caspian itself, the question 
now is quite upon the carpet, and probably the line 
will be commenced in a very short time. Appar- 
ently the route from Viadikavhaz to Petrovsk has 
the best chance. It has been properly surveyed by 
the Russian Government, working plans al- 
ready exist, and it has been kept in the list of 
‘urgent schemes for years. 








Tae Canadian Military Gezette being somewhat 
removed from the overshadowing influence of re- 
verence for royalty ventures to say: ‘‘ The shooting 
men of the Empire being deprived of their head- 
centre to serve the private interests of the public 
servant who commands the British Army, that per- 
sonage, the Duke of Cambridge, now proves to be a 
stumbling block in the way of location at the next 
most convenient place, Richmond Park, part of 
which the Queen has placed at the disposal of the 
association, provided the consent of the Ranger— 
the Duke of Cambridge—is secured. He has no 
financial interests at stake this time, but anticipates 
danger owing to the long range of the rifles to be 
used, and further objects that the enjoyment of the 
public who use the park must not be curtailed. As 
to the public enjoyment, it might be well to bear in 
mind that, volunteering being checked by discour- 
agements offered by such selfish considerations as 
those apparently influencing the Dake of Cambridge, 
the enjoyment of a much greater section of the 
public than can possibly frequent Richmond Park is 
apt to be very seriously curtailed if in troublous 
times the volunteer auxiliaries are not at hand or 
are inefficient.” 








A WRITER in the New York Times of June 24 
urges the need of a General Staff to consider stra- 
tegic policy in case of war. Recalling our condition 
at the outbreak of the Civil War in 1861 he says: 
‘To day we arein the same condition exactly. A 
war would find us with no plans, no well considered 
policy. Our Navy is weaker for the time than it 
was in 1861. We could with difficulty select an 
enemy who would be good enough to allow us six 
months in which to make a move. There are a few 
nations that could not play havoc along our coasts 
in a few weeks, and all would be confusion with us. 
In future wars strategy will be more necessary, and 
prompt action more decisive, owing to the deadly 
character of modern weapons.” ‘‘ In most respects,” 
he continues, ‘‘the people of the United States are 
noted for practical sense, quickness of perception, 
ingenuity, readiness to accept improvements, and a 
jack of that obstinate eonservatism which blocks the 
progress of many nations. But in the one matter 
of making necessary provisions for a state of war 
they are deficient in practical sense, they appear to 
lack quickwess of perception, they are not ready to 
accept improvements, do not listen to reason, and 
are supremely obstinate in thinking that their won- 
derful ingenuity will enable them to meet all de- 


mands.”

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THE FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


Tue prospects for any important Army or Navy 
legislation grow less and less encouraging as the 
session advances towards its close. The calendars of 
both Houses are loaded down with measures relat- 
ing to the two Services, some ef which could no 
doubt be passed without a word of opposition, if 
they could only be reached in season. But the House 
is not at present in the humor to discuss any subject 
but the tariff; and when this and the appropriatiou 
bills are disposed of adjournment will follow. 
Neither the Military or Naval Committees of the 
House have any hope of securing the attention of 
the House for; the consideration of bills reported 
from their respective committees. In the regular 
order of business the Naval Committee should be 
called upon on Monday next to submit bills for pas- 
sage, but the present outlook is that the tariff de- 
bate will be given the right of way and even should 
the committee be called they could not acvomplish 
much for the reason that they have but few import- 
unt measures on the calendar. A uumber of import- 
ant bills passed by the Senate, which ought to have 
a good chance for passage, are still in the committee 
room unacted upon. 

The only bills of a general nature reported by the 
Naval Committee and now borne on the Houge cal- 
endar are H. R. 7314, authorizing the appointment 
of a hydrograpber and assistant hydrographer ; 
H. &. 8064, te commission annually as ensigns two 
naval apprentices; H. R. 9674, to regulate the course 
at the Naval Academy. 

The Military Committee have plenty of business 
at hand to spring on the House if the opportunity 
presented, but as they have been unsuccessful in 
securing night sessions they see no other chance ot 
bringing their measures up foraction. Except what 
may be enacted through appropriation bills, the 
two Services need expect but little attention during 
the remainder of the session. 

The following is the present status of the appro- 
ene bills: The Military Academy, Indian, and 

ension bills have been passed and signed by the 
President. The Agricultural, Post-office,and Army 
bills have passed both Houses and are awaiting 
reference to conference committees. The District 
of Columbia, the Diplomatic and Consular, and the 
Legislative bills have passed both Houses and are 
now before conference committees. The Sundry 
Civil bill has passed the House and is now heing con- 
sidered by the Senate Committee on Appropria- 
tions. The Fortifications and General Defiviency 
bills have not been reported to the House.

er:

ments showing the full complement of officers which will be 
uired for each of the ubove ships. 
solved, That the Secretary of the Navy be directed to 
inform the Senate what progress has nm made in investi- 
gating and testing the practicability of the deflective turrets 
esigned by Chief Engr. N. B. Clurk, for which investigation 
the sum of $20,000 was appropriated by act ot March 3, 1883; 
what reasons, if any exist, for further delay, and huw soon 
the tests are likely to be made.

ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Tuer Senate Committee completed consideration 
of the Army Appropriation bill on Thursday after - 
noon. It was shortly afterward taken up by the 
Senate and discussed Thursday, its consideration 
being resumed by the Senate on Friday, but some 
opposition having developed to the amendment 
for new guns reported from the Military Commit- 
tee, the bill was not finished at the hour of going to 


press. 

The following are the chenges made in the bill by 
the Senate: The number of contract surgeons is 
limited to 50; hospital matrons to 160, and veter- 
inary surgeons to 14; and the total app! opriation for 
their pay and travelling expenses reduced from 
$100,000 to $85,000. The number of Paymasters’ mes- 
sengers is limited to 30. The clause making provis- 
ion fora clerk attendant on the classification of 
military information obtained from abroad, and al- 
lowing officers detailed to obtain the same, mileage 
transportation and commutation of quarters, was 
stricken out. The appropriation for mileage is in- 
creased from $100,000 to $150,000, and the law for its 
disbursement amended, as recommended by the 
Paymaster General, to read as follows : 


Provided, That in disbursing this amount the maximum 
sum to be allowed and paid to an officer shall be four cents 
per mile, distance to be computed over the shortest usually 
travelled routes, and, in addition thereto, the cost of the 
transportation actually paid by the officer over said route 
or routes, exclusive of sleeping or parlor car fare and trans- 
fers. And provided further, That when avy officer so trav- 
elling shall travel in whole or in part on any railroad on 
which the troops and supplies of the United States are en- 
titled to be transported free of charge, he shall be allowed 
for bimself only four cents per mile as a subsistence fund 
forevery mile necessarily travelled over any such last 
named railroad. And provided further, That the Quarter- 
master’s Department shall not furnish transportation to 
Officers travelling without troops otherwise than by convey- 
ance belonging to said Department. 


The proviso limiting the amount allowed for pay- 
ment of civilian employees of the Subsistence De- 
paitment is reduced from $120,000 to $110,000. 

The item appropriating $1,500 for a riding and 
training master for the instruction of officers and 
cadets 1s stricken out. 

‘The words “ necessary agents and employees”’ un- 
der the provision for Army transportation is striken 
out, and the total appropriation for this purpose re- 
duced from $2,800,000 to $2,700,000 

The proviso requiring emergency certificates from 
officers for all expenditures from the appropriations 
for the Q. M. Department is stricken out. 

An appropriation of $5,000 is added for medical 
supplies for the Army and Navy Hospital at Hot 
Springs. The appropriation for the payment of 
civilian employees in the Medical Department is in- 
creased from $38,000 to $43,000. 

An appropriation of $2,500 for repairs to sea wall 
and wharf at Willet’s is incorporated. 

To the provision appropriating $400,000 for pneu- 
matic dynamite guns a clause is inserted requiring 
that the guns shall be furnished “all complete and 
mounted ip place ready for military use.” 

‘“* Aerial torpedoes ” are added to provision appro- 
priating $100,000 for experimenting with high ex- 
plosives, ete. 

The following new paragraph is added to that part 


_| of the bill making provision for the Ordnance De- 


partment: 
For the manufacture, or purchase, and test of cannon and 


‘carriages, including two teu-inch carriages manceuvred by 


power, one of which shall be a disappearing carriage, and 
also including those for the field and siege services ; for the 
alteration of carriages on hand to adapt them to improved 
service guns; for projectiles, powders, fuzes and imple- 
ments, their trial and _— ; for experiments in the means 
of protecting torpedo lines ; for compensationof draughts- 
men while employed in the Army Ordnance Bureau on ord- 
nance construction, and for the necessary expenses of ord- 
nance officers while temporarily employed at the proving 

round and absent from their proper stations, at the rate of 
$2.50 per diem while so employed, .000. Provided, That 
all purchases of materials under this provision shall be of 
American manufacture. 

A new section is added to the bill, directing the 
Secretary of War to enter into negotiations for the 
purchase of 225 acres of land at West Point. 

Upon the recommendation of the Senate Military 
Committe, the following amerdment for the estab- 
lishment of an Army gun foundry, etc., was adopt- 
ed as additional sections to the bill : 

Sec. 4. Appropriates $750,000 for the erection of an 
Army gun factory at Watervliet Arsenal. 

Sec. 3. Appropriates 35,000,000 for rough finished, 
oil tempered and annealed steel for high power, 
coast defence guns of 8, 10 and 12-in. calibre. 

Sec. 5. Prescribes the conditions under which con- 
tracts for steel shall be made, requiring the erection 
of suitable plant, delivery for the smaller calibres to 
commence in eighteen; months and for the Jarger 
after not more than three years, “‘and that ali the 
material for said guns shall be manufactured in the 
United States.” 

Sec. 6. For the purchase of submarine mines for 
needful casemates, cable galleries, and appliances 
to operate submarine mines; for continuing torpedo 
experiments and for practical] instruction of engin- 
eer troops in the details of torpedo service, $500,000. 

Sev. 7. For the purchase of submarine controllable 
saepotnes or torpedoes and torpedo boats control- 
lable from shore and adapted to coast defence, 


$100,000.

BREAKING IN A NAVAL CADET. 


WITHIN a few days the cadets shake easily into 
their places, and by going over the masthead every 
morning, sending up and down the light spars and 
being ordered to get a pull hereand a pull thereand 
along pull altogether everywhere during the best 
part of their waking hours, they soon acquire a 
nautical air and a fairly good grip upon the strange 
surroundings. Two or three days laterthe Con- 
stellation drops down the Annapolis Roads, stands 
into Chesapeake Bay aud the !ong looked for cruise 
begins. Practical work commences at once, and if 
the winds be unfavorable, and they are usually, the 
ship beats down the bay in the daytime and anchors 
at sunset. Here the new cadet sees the envied senior 
class man in charge of the deck make and take in 
sail, tack, wear, boxhaul and chapel ship; sees him 
occasionally miss stays and box her off, heaye to, get 
casts of the deep sea lead, shift sails and spars, reef 
and shake out reefs and bring the ship toan anchor. 
All this time he is doing yeoman’s service himeelf ; 
his hands get horny and bard; his white working 
clothes are tarry, and he is so used to “stamping 
and going it”’ that when night comes he is glad to 
turn in early and leave the hardships of anchor 
watch to those who have enjoyed the triumphs of 
the quarter deck. After Hampton Roads are reached 
the vessel lies at anchor for a week or more; but 
this isa busy season, and all day long there are great 
gun, company, pistol or small arm drills, fire quar- 
ters, boats armed and equipped, or that stining 
exercise when the crew and cadets are called to. 
* abandon ship.” This drill is usually executed with- 
out previous warning, exactly as it might be needed 
in any sudden emergency, as in acollision or danger 
of foundering on the high sea; but within a moment 
after the order rings out every one is at his station ; 
some lqwer the boats, others stand sentry over the 
falls,so no unauthorized or panic stricken person 
may enter without orders; the majority pass up 
provisions and water, cooking utensils, arms, ammu- 
nition and nautical instruments; there is heard 
everywhere the rush of feet, the whimper of boat- 
falls as the davits creak and complain with the 
strain and the weight of the crews lowering then- 
selves by stopper or halyards, from every gun port 
willing hands pass stores into the cutters and when 
ready each reports its name and number. In less 
than five minutes, if the discipline be good, the 
crew is embarked in cutters, whale boats, launches, 
gig and dingey, all submerged almost to their gun- 
wales and the ship is abandoned, officially.—Licu- 
tenant Kelley in Harper's Magazine for July.

SUMMER CRUISE OF THE NAVAL CADETs. 
U.S. S, CONSTELLATION, GARDINER’s Bay, June 27, 1888. 


AFTER long preparations we are at last on our summer 
cruise and have been aboard long enough for everyone to 
learn his place and find out what is expected of him; even 
the new tourth class men, some of whom never saw sait 
water before, are sosmaaleg to feel quite at home. The 
Phlox paid us a most agreeable visit just before we got under 
way on the fourteenth, as it brought us mail, fresh provi- 
sions, and a large crowd of,visitors. At 12 M.jof.that date all 
bands were called to muster and immediately afterwards 
we left our anchorage. As is invariably the case when the 
summer’s cruise begins in the Chesapeake, we had a hard 
breeze and were compelled to beatour way down. We were 
about five days beating down the bay, moving off the Hy- 

ia at Old Point Comfort on the afternoon of the 19th. 

hat evening a Pays was given at the Hygeia to which 
the officers and first class men were invited and to which all 
that could avail themselves of the privilege attended. As 
the North Atlantic Squadron aud the Jamestown were there 
everything was ag f ively. The next day the U.S. S. Swa- 
tara camein and helped to increase the livelihood at the 
fort. That evening an impromptu hop was given which the 
first class attended and enjoyed, 

Our stay at the Point was unusually short this year: after 
getting up anchor we put right out to sea with the firest 
breeze that hasever struck us, We were only forty-eight 
hours from the Capes to our present anchorage in Gardiner’s 
Bay. On Monday last we hoisted out all our boats and had 
a short drill with ajl bands in the evening. 
to be able to send our.mail usbore here. 

The chief excitement aboard ship is the court of inquiry 
being held in regard to bazing which has been carried on by 
the third class. The court is composed of Lieut. G. P. Col- 
vocoresses, navigator, and Lieut. Colaban and Ensign C, N. 
Atwater,. watch officers; the whole affair resulted froma 
single report made by the master at arms against Naval Ua- 
det Shepard of the third class, but now upun inquiry it, is 
thought that twelve or fifteen of the class are implicated. 
Fortunately for the first class, and equally fortunate for the 
third class the former have kept to themselves and have had 
no inklings of any such thing going on.

Naval Cadet Woodward, ot the Ist class, who had been re- 
commended by the Academic Board to be dropped, has suc- 
ceeded in obtaiuing from the Secretary a re-examination 
and has joined the ship. Naval Cadets Hooker, of the 4th 
class, and Flowers, of the 3d class, who were ia the hespital 
at the beginning of the cruise have also joined the ship. 
Those 3d n that are to have a re examination re- 
ceive instruction from|three of their own classmates for 
two hourseach dayin thecabin. There are now about 11 
cadets aboard; this is more than they have taken for some 
time and consequently the ship is uncomfortably crowde4.

HOW THE HELIOGRAPH AIDED IN 
CAPTURING GERONIMO. 


MESSAGES were transmitted from peak to peuk 
and down into the valleys by what is known as the 
beliographic system of signals. The heliograph, or 
sun -writer, consists of an arrangement of mirrors 
mounted on a tripod, and so adjusted as to enable 
the operator to throw a flash of reflected sunlight 
on a distant point with matbematica! exactness. In 
making signals long and short sun flashes take the 
places of the “dots” and *“‘ dashes” of the magnetic 
sounder, the same call being used for both instru- 
ments. Inaclear atmosphere signals made by this 
instrument can be easily read by the naked eye ata 
distance of 80 miles, and by an expert operator at 
the rate of 15 words per minute. 

To and fro across the valleys and lower mountain 
ravges flitted the messages wich told of the recent 
whereabouts of the hostiles, and close upon the 
heels of those messages came others ordering the 
troops in pursuit. 

I presume it would be a difficult task to try to 
imagine the surprise that the Indians felt when they 
suddenly saw that they could not move without 
finding that almost immediately their trail would 
be cut by scouting cavalry. They saw the light of 
the heliographs flashing across the valleys, but they 
did not at first comprebend its true significance. At 
last they began to associate those flashes with the 
fact that they were constantly being pressed and 
harassed, and within two weeks from the date of 
the establishment of the heliograph they fled south- 
werd across the Sonora border, there to remain un- 
tilchased back again by Capt. Lawton to the place 
of surrender. 

For nearly two months following the flight of the 
bostiles into Mexico nota sound came back from the 
shadows of the Sierra Madres, into whose depths 
pursued and purszer had disappeared. At last, on 
a scorching hot morving near the close of August, a 
Mexican courier galloped into Bisbec—a mining 
town near the border—with the intelligence that 
Geronimo and band were in the mountains about 12 
miles from Fronteras, Mexico, wishing to treat with 
the authorities of Sonora. 

There was a hehhograph station at Bisbee, and the 
information furnished by the “‘Greaser’’ was flashed 
promptly to Fort Bowie, 75 miles —_—* Within two 
hours from the time of the urrival of the Mexican 
courier at Bisbee five troops of cavalry were making 
forced marches on Fronteras. When Geronimo had 
escaped from the net that the United States troops 
sought to weave around him at Fronteras, and was 
flying eastward, pursued by all the cavalry in the 
field, a whisper paszed along the line that negotia- 
tions bad been opened looking to the surrender of 
the hostiles. Consequently all signal men were on 
the tiptoe of expectancy. 

One evening, about the last of August, the oper- 
ators at a station in the Swisshelm Mountains were 
nodding lazily under the shelter of their tent-fly, 
when suddenly from the highest peak in the Chiri- 
cahua range came the flash of a heliograph, and the 
fullowing message was received : 

“Send a buckboard to meet me at Scott White's 
rancb. [ shall bein Bowie to-night aod shall bring 
some Indiaus with me.”’ 

This is the modest manner in which Gen. Miles 
announced the surrender of Geronimo. That the 
employment of the heliograph was a most import- 
ant factor in bringing the campaign to a speedy and 
g'ccessful issue is generally conceded. 

















GENERAL SCHOFIELD'S OPINION. 


_ “From what we know of the condition of affairs 
in Europe at the present day,’’ said Major-General 
Schotield, * I see no reason for apprehending a war 
in the near future. True, very little of an authori- 
tative form is known concerning the young Em- 
peror of Germany. He may beambitious and so de- 
sirous of winning military renown, but he cannot 
force his people into a war unless there should arise 
a cause or pretext for doing so. My belief is that 
the grandfather William, the son Frederick, and the 
grandson, now Emperor, privately understocd one 
another, and this understanding was probably more 
thorough and complete, than most people imagine. 
Even the German nation —— not fully appreciate 
that fact. While we know that the personality of 
the ruler is changed, the general policy of the nation 
must remain as it was under the two dead Emper- 
ors. While Bismarck remains in health and stands 
at the beim of public affairs, we may reasonably 
hope that he will conduct tbose affairs on the old 
lines and for the best, interests of Germany. Aud 
those interests, at the present moment, do not point 
to a war. 

“Though absolute rulers in name, emperors must 
be governed by national policy, and unless there 13 
something to be gained by war the nation will not 
be willing to enter upon it.” 

“Do you not think the tremendous armies that 
now coufront each other on the Continent of Eurcpe 
a constant menace to peace should the new Emperor 
of Germany adopt a policy different to that shown 
by his father or grandfather?” 

“IT consider these immense armies a greater safe- 
guard tothe preservation of peace than anything 
else. Each nation will be cautious in its movements 
because it knows that all of the others are thor- 
oughly prepared for conflict. You must remember 
that a war in Europe now means a tremendous and 
momentous struggle. No nation can hope for suc- 
cess until it is able to put into the field or control a 
million of soldiers.. Even if it proves victorious it 
must suffer heavy losses in men and material. A war 
now meaus that two orthree hundred thousand men 
he be killed or be rendered useless by wounds or 
sickness. Thatis something frightful to contemplate, 
coon oe emperors, and when we consiiler the losses

A., in immediate 
charge ot Fort Pickens, yesterday rescued trom drowning 
four citizens of the village of Warrington, Fia. 

The names of the saved men are Defen, Colfeese, Bauer 
and Nelson, They bad started to cross the bay when their 
boat was upset by a squall. They clung to the keel but be- 
gau drifting towards the Gulf. Sergeant Henry, who had 
witnessed their mishap, put off promptly to their assistance, 
and ouge the water was very rough and the squall still 
continued, he succe2ded in overtaking them and taking 
them into his boat and getting them and it to the shore. 


Sergeant Frederick Cooper, of Battery H, 2d U. 8. Artil- 
lery, assisted Orduance Sergeant Henry in the rescue. 

This is not the first time that these two non-commissioned 
officers have distinguished themselves in this manner, Ord. 
Sergeant Heury bas rescued men before under similar cir- 
cumstances—always citizeons—and last year Sergt, Cooper 
saved an engineer employee, if 1 remember correctly, by 
swimming out to his assistance.

THE SEVENTH CAVALRY ON THE MARCH, 


JUNE 20, 1888. 


Ereut Troops of the 7th Cavalry, under command 
of Lieut.-Col. Tilford, left Fort Meade June 1, 
marching overland to Fort Riley, Kas. The column 
of cavalry made a fine appearance as they filed into 
Fort Robinson, where a most cordial greeting was 
extended by the officers of the 9th Cavalry later on. 
The next post where the command halted for a 
day's rest was at Fort Sidney, Neb. Gen. Morrow, 
the commandant of that delightful post, came out 
some distance to meet the cavalry, which created 
quite a sensation, being something of a novelty ina 
garrison composed entirely of infantry. The cour 
tesies of the *‘ Canteen ” were extended free to the 
officers and their men, while the beautiful band of 
the 21st Infantry enlivened the tired out travellers. 
Unusually pleasant weather has accompanied the 
command in its lonz marches, and everything has 
moved in regulation orijer, with no delays or acci- 
dents. The majority of the officers who compose 
the detachment of the 7th were old campaigoer, 
and have had perbaps more field service than any 
officers in the Army, beginning with its lieutenant 
colonei, J. G. Tilford, of the Old Mounted Rifles. 
aud continuing with its captains, who followed 
“ Custer” in many an Indian fight—such names as 
Moylan, Wallace, Nowlan, De Rudio—so closely 
identified with the 7th. 

Old ** Comanche,” the one living survivorof “Cus- 
ter’s last fight,” is the hero of the march. Crowds 
of curious visitors surrounded him and clo#ely ex- 
amined hisscars—two wounds—which he has carried 
from that massacre.

FORT DOUGLAS, UTAH. 


A convenient seratch. book, and a desire to rest a 
moment from all this burly burly of the ** move,” 
tempt me to write you a little letter to-day. 

“It seems as if we never should get settled,” is 
every one’s cry. As uo two houses at the different 
army posts are alike, we generally dispose of our 
furniture before a change of stations, and this in- 
volves not alone expense, but time, on arriving at 
the new homes. 

This place is far too beautiful for my pen to de- 
scribe, and yet I know I sball proceed to tell you of 
the grandeur of these snow-capped mountains which 
tower above us, like mighty furtresses built by the 
hand ef God. There is no more enchanting valley 
than this on the earth, as you would conclude were 
you to stand where Brigham “stood (on Zion's Hill), 
and view the landscape o’er.’’ Here is the Great 
Salt Lake and the River Jordan, and the Mormon 
eity of magnificent streets, and Temple building, 
and the Tabernacle, with its gigantic organ, said to 
be the largest iu the world. 

Fort Douglas is simply a private estate in appear- 
ance, except as to the large number of houses. Itis 
full of pretty surprises in a rural way. Narrow 
ditches, witb clear, swift running water, their banks 
covered in long grass and white clover, are every- 
where to be seen; and luok which way you will, the 
mountains come into view. 

Colonel Blunt’s bouse is an ideal country home; 
spacious und rambling, with oiches and corners. 
which always lvok so quaint and pretty when plenty 
of money and good taste are used in the furnishing, 
as in this case. 

The dininz room, in white and buff, is furnished 
with antique oak. A sideboard of this handsome 
wood opens its doors hospitably to visitors. On the 
grounds, which are beautiful, the old-fashioned 
syringe bush, white peony, pale pink and white 
rose and honeysuckle of dear old New York mem- 
ory, flourish luxuriantly. 

A fountain, too, sends its pleasing splash to the 
ear from under the trees. The osficers' houses are 
all pretty; they, too, though on a smallerscale than 
the C. O.’s, have their lawns, shrubbery and 
flowers. 

In the realization of all these blessings we were 
not unmindful of our other half in its ex‘le to Du 
Chesne, though all expressed themselves satisfied to 
go, as good soldiers should do. As they marched off 
they reminded me of the rhyme in * Mother Goose :” 

Some in rags, some in tags, 
And some in velvet gowns. 

Not being provided by Government transporta- 
tion at this point, they had to pick up whatever they 
could. in a given time, to convey their families over 
150 miles of billand dale. The Hero of Libby secured 
for his wife and daughter and maid servant a hand 
some roomy carnage, taking tothe road himself 
with characteristic courage. Company F's com- 
mander disposed of his family in a Mormon ark 
upon wheels, which promised comtort if not pic- 
turesqueness. Capt. Whitall’s family had an ambu. 
lance, and into this bis group of healthy boys, and 
one precious girl, piled, with high hopes of a jolly 
good time. 

Co. A, commanded by Lieut. Tyler. and unencum- 
bered by domestic machiuvery, stepped off firmly, 
and as independently, as those circumstances always 
warrant. The handsome and military Lieut.-Col. 
Hough, cemmanding. and his dignified staff, fixed 
their martial gaze upon the formidable passes 
abead with a fearlessness werGy of Don Quixote 
in his advance upon the wind mills. Altogether, it 
was an interesting and soldierly sight—was the Du 
Chesne brigade. 

In the midst of all this excitement the beautiful 





lady of Co. A, Mrs. Capt. Noble, bade us adieu, for 
the Heavenly Courts. There was a military funeral, 
Capt. Noble’s vompany in close attendance—the 
services were in our own chapel—sweet, pathetic 
music, rendered by Lt. Massey. of the battery, and 
Lieut. Wright, of the 16th. A few good words by 
Chaplain Hammond, and the grave under the Ever- 
lasting Hills, where God's holy presence pervades 
and no mortal sound disturbs the quiet.

COURT-MARTIAL CASES.

In the case of Private Leopold Oppenheim, Co. H, 23d 
Inf., the reviewing authority,Gen. Wesley Merritt, says: 
“The court erred in sustaicing the prisoner's plea of the 
103d Article of War in bar of trial upon the second charge 
and specification. The absence of the priscner was the 
reason for his non-trial upon either the Ist or the 2d charge. 
As the two offences were committed about the same time, 
the plea of the statute of limitation if valid for one would 
be equally so for the other. The court overruled the plea 
upon tbe charge of desertion but sustained it upon that 
of wrongfully disposing of Government propery. The 
reason for this distinction is not understood and this action 
ot the court is disapproved. With these remarks, the find- 
inzs and sentence are approved.” 








THE BERDAN TORPEDO. 


TuHE Senate Committee on Naval Affairs devoted 
its session on Wednesday to the consideration of the 
petition presented by Gen. Berdan urging an appro- 
priation of $500,000 for the purchase of bis torpedo 
devices. Gen. Berdan was present and explained to 
the committee 1n detail hisinvention. He exhibited 
the model of aram whose prow was made to pene- 
trate the net suspended around the enemy’s vessel, 
while at the moment it struck the vessel’s side an 
arm carrying a torpedo was made to drop from the 
side of the ram, and, swinging below the bottom of 
the net, land the torpedo immediately under the 
middle of the ship. A letter from Admural Porter to 
the chairman of the committee, in response to an in- 
vitation to be present, was laid before the commit- 
tee. The admiral writes: *‘l regret to say that 1 am 
quite unwell aud unable to be present on so inter- 
esting an occasion, for [ have a high opinion of Gen. 
Berdan’s invention, judging from the drawing and 
model. In my judgment it is the only torpedo yet 
devised that can be successfully used against a ship 
of war, now that the foreign powers have adopted 
the steel net to surround their vessels at a depth of 
21 feet below the waterline. * * * [donot know 
of but one case where a mobile torpedo blew up a 
ship, aud I never knew of a case where a torpedo 
omy grappled with the enemy and failed to destroy 

er.” 


Admiral Porter encloses certain portions of a 
forthcoming report by bimself in which he discusses 
the results of certain torpedo experiments made 
abroad, reaching the conclusion that mobile tor- 
pedoes are not as destructive against the sides of 
strongly-built vessels 8s was anticipated, and that 
against the well-constructed nets of steel they are 
comparatively harmless. He says: “1 am astrenu- 
ous advocate of the Ericsson torpedo vessel tiring a 
shell from a gun placed near the keel. Sucha vessel 
fitted also with the Berdan apparatus would be the 
nearest approach to a perfect torpedo boat that has 
yet been thought of.”

If the sum of $43,737 is spent upon her, she 
will be of service for six or seven more years, and 
Chief Naval Constr. Wilson recommends that these 
repuirs be made at New York. Should the Depart- 
ment desire to use the Pensacola for three more 
months, before commencing these repairs, sbe can 
be made serviceable by expending about $1,000 iu 
stopping leaks, repairing boats, etc.

H. M. 8. Resistance, which bas withstood the re- 
peated attacks of the Torpedo Committee at Ports- 
mouth with remarkable snccess considering her age, 
has been placed in dock. Although she made some 
water at each tide, this did not destroy her buoy- 
ancy, and she was towed into dock without any 
trouble. After having had her leaks stopped, she is 
= - made use of for experimenting with explosive 
shells. 


In his desire to show how steam will make a boat 
travel, an engineer at Bangkok has sent a number of 
his fellow subjects flying into the next world. A 
princess was on board the launch, and it is said that 
the engineer wedged down thesafety valve in order 
to impress her Royal Highness with the wonders of 
steam. Asa result, five of the suite were killed out- 
right, eight were badly scalded, and the boat went 
to the bottom in fragments. 


CONSIDERABLE difficulty is being met with in get- 
ting md of the great volume of mud which entered 
the stone drydock at Mare Island on the occasion of 
the recent docking of the Iroquois. A mass of mud 
mapvy bundreds of tons in weight lies on the floor of 
this fine dock and the removal promises to be quite 
a serious task. Work on the granite facing of the 
dock is progressing slowly and it will be some time 
before the whole constructiou will be completed. 


_THE Senate conference on the International Ma- 
rine Conference bill asked June 22 for a reconsidera- 
tion ef the measure, as substantially agreed upon 
June 21, and in the long discussion that ensued some 
important modifications were agreed upon.

FROM THE NORTH ATLANTIC STATION. 


Tue North Atlantic Squadron, under command of Rear 
Admiral Stephen B. Luce, arrived at New York, June 27 and 
anchored iu the North River off West 23d street. The 
squadron left Hampton Roads Sunday morning and pro- 
ceeded to Lynnhaven Bay, where the annual prize firing 
with heavy guns for the * Luce pennant” took place. The 
pennant is worn by the ship which makes the highest aver- 
age at this particular practice, and consists of a white tri- 
angular flag with a red ballin the centre. During this prac- 
tice the Richmond obtained the highest score, as fullows: 
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During the practice John McIntyre, a coxswain, who was 
stationed at one of the b muzzie-loaders as sponger, 
was killed through the explosion of the charge of powder 
which he had placed in the gun. The gun had previously 
been fired, when McIntyre sponged it, but very slightly 
only, and immediately after placed the charge of powder, 
weighing ten pounds, in the muzzle of the gun, shoving it 
home with his bands as faras he could reach. The captdin 
of the gun had bis finger on the vent, but it seems that a 
small amount of fire from the former shot, probably a piece 
of heated rag from the bag containing the powder, was stall 
in the outer portion of the gun. An explosion followed, and 
McIntyre was thrown against the gun port with a terrible 
force. His left arm was torn off and his side torn open, the 
right arm was broken and a leg fractured. He was buried 
at sea Tuesday morning, receiving the usual military honors. 
| McIntyre had been in the Naval Service for about 25 years 
and had an excellent record. He was the holder of a number 
of “ good conduct” badges, awarded him by the Navy De- 
partment for extraordinarily good conduct. 
Tbe squadron will at once make all necessary preparations 
for the coming summer mancuvres, which are to take 
place near Newport, R. I., some time next month. 
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NAVY-YARD INVESTIGATION. 


Ay investigation which has been going on for sey- 
eral days at the Brooklyn Navy-yard resulted, June 
22, in the suspension of Wm. ird, Receiver of 
Stores in the vision and Clothing Department, 
who has been employed 24 years. The N. Y. Times 
says: “ An alleged effort to make money outof a 
contract for 5,000 pounds of tea is what led to Mr. 
Laird’s downfall. When the bids were allin F. H. 
Leggett and Co, of this city tound that their bid of 
'38 cents a pound was not likely to be accepted, as 
'J. G. Mars had offered to supply the tea needed at 
23 cents per pound. The firm got a sample of Mr. 
Mars’s tea and immediately offered to furnish the 
same grade for 18 cents per pound. They brought to 
the attention of Paymr. Loomis a state of affairs 
which pointed to a deal between Mars and Receiver 
Laird, and the latter was in consequence suspended. 
'Paymr. Loomis said June 22: * [tis a clear attempt 
to defraud the Government, butso far no one has 
made any money out of it. Mr. Laird’s only crime 
is having placed obstacles in the way of fair compe- 
tition and putting this department ina false posi- 
tion. The charges will be most thoroughly investi- 
gated.’ Mr. Laird has nothing to say until the pro- 
per time arrives.”

GETTYSBURG, Pa., is now the objective point and 
all indications point to a most successful reunion ot 
the Society of the Army of the Potomac, July 1, 2 
and 3, and a fraternal observance of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the battle of Gettysburg. 














A majority of the seventeen naval cadets who 
recently passed their final examination for promo- 
tion to ensign, have been ordered to duty in the 
Coast Survey. Commissions as ensigns will be is 
sued July 1 to thirteen of these young officers, there 
being only that number of vacancies in the line and 
none in the Engineer and Marine Corps. As their 
examination was a competitive one the three or four 
lowest on the list will be discharged from the Ser- 
vice with one year’s pay. The twenty young Cadet 
Engineers who were restored to the Service by act 
of Congress last week will fill all vacancies in that 
branch of the Service. 








IN consequence of the prolonged illness of Mr. 
Cutcheon, no action has been taken by the sub- 
committee of the House Military Committee charged 
with the investigation of the alleged incorporation 
of unofficial matter in the Rebellion Records, be- 
yond the taking of testimony. Members of the 
committee, however, say that the report when made 
will fully exonerate Lieutenant-Colonel Lazelle from 
any responsibility for the insertion of the several 
items of which complaint is made. No one is likely 
to receive severe censure, but the committee will 
probably recommend that nothing but official 
matter be included in the future volumes.

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THE PRESIDENTIAL CANVASS. 


THE two great parties seeking the political con- 
trol of this country, have now chosen their leaders 
and made up their issues, preparatory to the deci- 
sive contest in November. On the one side we have 
Grover Cleveland of New York, and Allen G. Thur- 
man of Ohio, leading the Democracy, and on the 
other, Benjamin Harrison of Indiana, and Levi P. 
Morton of New York, at the head of the Republi- 
ean hosts. Mr. Cleveland is sufficiently well-known 
to the Services and axsociated with him, as a can- 
didate for the Vice-Presidency, is Mr. Thurman, 
whose long service as Senator from Ohio has secured 
for him the confidence of his party and the respect 
of all who value devotion to principle and sterling 
Integrity in public office. President Cleveland re- 
quires no introduction, for bis record is familiar to 
the Services as well as tothe country. General 
Harrison is un ex-officer of Volunteers, of whom 
General Hooker during the war wrote as follows : 


HEADQUARTERS NORTHERN DEPARTMENT, 
INCINNATI, O., October 31, 1864. 


The Hon. E. M. Stanton, Secretary of War: 

I desire to cail the attention of the departmant to the 
claims of Col. Benjamin Harrison, of the 70th Indiana Vol- 
uateers, for promotion to the rank of brigadier-general of 
volunteers. 

Col. Harrison first joined me in command of a brigade of 
Ward's division in Lookout valley preparatory to entering 
upon what is called the campaign of Atlanta. My attention 
was first attracted to this voung officer by the superior ex- 
celience of his brigade in discipline and instruction, the re- 
sult of his labor, skiiland devotion. With more foresight 
than I have witnessed in any officer of his experience, he 
seemed to act upon the principle that success depended 
upon the thorough preparation in discipline and esprit of 
bis command for conflict more than on any other influence 
that could be exerted in the field itself, and wheu the colli- 
sion came his command vindicated his wisdom as much as 
his valor. In all the achievements of the 20th Corps in that 
campaign Col. Harrison bore a conspicuous part. At Resaca 
and Peuch Tree Creek the conduct of himself and command 
were especially distinguished. Col. Harrison is an oflicer of 
superior abilities and of great professional and personal 
worth, It gives me great favor to commend him favorably 
to the honorable Secretary with the a<suraoce that nis pre- 
ferment will be a just recognition of his services and mar- 
tial accomplishments. Respectfully your obedient servant,

General Sherman is quoted as expressing the 
warmest approval of the nomination of General 
Harrison, to whom he telegraphed as follows : 

It is proper that [should assure you of my great confi- 
dence. You were true and faithful when we needed men of 
action. I believe you will be, and you may command me. 

General Harrison is a grandson of William Henry 
Harrison, the ninth President of the United States, 
and his Engiish ancestor was one of the generals 
who served under Cromwell, and was one of the 
Board of Commissioners who tried and sentenced 
Charles J]. General Harrison's father, previous to 
the birth of his son, had served as Governor of the 
Northwestern Territory and in Congress. His ser- 
vice during the civil war was continuous from July 
14, 1862, until after the final review of the Union 
forces at Washington in 1865. The Republican 
candidate for Vice President is by profession a 
banker. He has been a member of Congress and our 
Minister to France, where he won gfeat popularity 
from ths French, as well as from his own countrymen. 
No question is raised in this canvass as to the personal 
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character of the candidates and the struggle will be 
between adverse principles of political action. Aside 
from the general protestations of superior virtue, 
which we are accustomed to look for in such docu- 
ments, the platforms of the two parties differ as to 
the question of tariff or free trade, the Democrats 
contending for ‘tariff reform” to reduce the sur- 
plus and taxation, and the Republicans declaring 
themselves ‘‘uncompromisingly in favor of the 
American system of protection.” The Republicans 
would repeal the taxes upon tobacco and upon 
spirits used in the arts; the Democrats would retain 
these taxes. Both parties declare for home rule in 
Ireland, and each tries to get in ahead of the other 
in its declaration of devotion to the indissoluble 
union of the States. The Republicans pronounce 
against foreign contract labor and Chinese labor, 
against the Mormons; against combinations of capi- 
tal, organized in trusts or otherwise, to control ar- 
bitrarily the condition of trade; in favor of appro- 
priating the public lands for homesteads; the use of 
both gold and silver as money and the reduction of 
letter postage to one cent an ounce; in favor of 
free education, to be furnished by the State or na- 
tion or both combined, and the reform of the civil 
service. 


We earnestly recommend that promot action be taken by 
Congress in the enactment of such legislation as will secure 
the rebabilitation of our American merchant marine, and 
we protest against the passage by Congress of a Free Sbip 
bill as calculated to work injustice to labor by lessening the 
wages of those engaged in preparing materials as well as 
those directly employed in our shipyards. t 

We demand appropriations for the early rebuilding of our 
Navy; for the construction of coast fortificatious and mod- 
ern Ordnance and other approved modern means of defence 
for the protection of our defenceless harbors and cities; for 
the payment of just pensions to our soidiers; for necessary 
works of pational importance in the improvement of har- 
bors and the channels of internal, coastwise and foreiga 
commerce; for the encouragement of the sbippiug interests 
of the Atlantic, Guif and Pacific States,as wellas for the 
payment of the maturing public debt. ‘ 

The gratitude of the eetion to the defenders of the Union 
cannot be measured by laws. The legislation of Congress 
should conform to the pledge made - loyal people, and 
be so enlarged and extended as to provide against the possi - 
bility that any man who honorably wore the Federal uni- 
form shall become an inmate of an almshouse or dependent 
upon private charity. In the presence of an overflowicg 
Treasury it would be a public scandal to do less for those 
whose valorous service preserved the Government. We de- 
nounce the hostile spirit shown by President Cleveland in 
his numerous vetoes of measures for pension relief, and the 
activn ot the Democratic House of Representatives in re- 
fusing even a considerativn of general pension legislation. 


The Republicans further denounce the present 
Administration because— 

Having withdrawn from the Senate all pending treaties 
effected ny Republican Administrations for the removal of 
foreign burdens and restrictions upon our commerce und 


for its extension into better markets, it has neither effected 
nor proposed auy others in their stead. 


It criticises its treatment of the fisheries question 
and declares that— 

It bas refused to charter, sanction, or encourage any 
American organization for constructing the Nicaragua 
Canal, a work of vital importance to the maintenance of the 
Monroe doctrine and of our national influence iu Central 
and South America, and necessary for the ¢evelopment of 
trade with our Pacifie territory, with South America, and 
with the islands and further coasts of the Pavific Ocean. 

Both parties expressed their sympathy with Gen. 
Sheridan, the Democrats in a resolution adopted 
before the platform and the Republicans in a 
passage in their platform recalling *‘with our greet- 
ings and with prayer for his recovery the name of 
ove of our living heroes, whose memory will be 
treasured in the history both of Republicans and of 
the Republic—the name of that noble soldier and 
favorite child of victory, Philip H. Sheridan.” 

Attention is called to the fact that both candidates 
for the Presidency are Presbyterian in religion, Mr. 
Cleveland being a son of a clergyman of that faith 
and General Harrison a communicant of the Pres- 
byterian Church. No element of religious preju- 
dice wiil therefore enter this contest. 








THE excessive heat which extended over several 
days was so exhausting to the vitality of Genera} 
Sieridan that it was resolved to put him on beard the 
U. 8. S. Swatara and ‘transfer him to Nonquitt, 
Mass., where he basa summer home. At the hour 
fixed for his departure it was raining so heavily that 
the transfer was impossible. The rain was followed 
by cooler weather and a despatch from Washington 
on Friday says: ‘The Swatara will remain here 
until there is summer warmth again, which will 
justify the General being placed in the ambulance 
ond removed to the ship. The last bulletin said : 
General Sheridan seems to be more comfortable 
since the weather has grown cooler. He has rested 
well all day. The contemplated transfer from his 
home to the Swatara was postponed on ac- 
count of the rain. He will not be removed 
until the Weather is more favorable.’” Refer- 





ring to the proposed departure of General Sheri- 
dan for Nonquitt, Mass., the New York Sun 
says: ‘“‘It seems now to be safe to congratulate 
General Sheridan on the restoration of his health, 
as he starts out on his voyage from Washington. 
During his illness he has had rare evidences of the 
esteem in which he is held by the American people. 
He is a man of powerful frame, and we may expect 
to see him enjoying the life of a blooming veteran 
at the opening of the twentieth century.” 





NAVAL PAY. 


AN argument tavoring an increase of pay of the 
line officers of the active list of the Navy, to ac- 
company S. 2495 and H. R. 8838, has been printed 
in pamphlet form. The pay list has remained prac- 
tically unchanged since July 15, 1870, while the 
average of rank, and hence of pay received, has 
greatly lessened in the past eighteen years. The 
line officers above the grade of lieutenant have 
been reduced’ from 52 per cent. of the whole num- 
ber to 30 per cent. The junior line officer? were 
then young and promotion was rapid; now gray 
hairs accumulate in the younger graues and promo- 
tion stagnates. In 1882 the ensigns numbered 14 
per cent. of the line; now they number 25 per cent. 
The Navy Register of January 1, 1888, shows that 
45 captains, 6 per cent. of the whole line, receive 
an average pay of $3,669; 85 commanders, 12 per 
cent. of the whole, $3,010; and 74 lieutenant com- 
manders, 10 per cent. of the lire, $2,651 each. 
Tables are given to show that the pay of the hne is 
out of proportion to that of staff officers of eorre- 
sponding rank, the averages being given as follows: 
728 line officers average..................: $2,263 
157 medical officers average............. 
109 officers of the Pay Corps average....... 
200 engineer officers average............... 2,447 

This weuld show a general average of $2,625 for 
the whole staff. The pay bills proposed provide 
for an average increase in the pay of the 723 line 
officers of $364, which would bring their average 
up to $2,627. If, it is said here, ‘* the comparison 
of the average pay of all officers in the line with 
that of all in each of the several staff corps be not 
considered a sufficiently conclusive argument in 
favor of an increase of the pay of the line, an addi- 
tional one may be offered in the comparison of grade 
with grade, in the matter of pay. No attempt is 
made in this argument to diminish the importance 
of the duties performed by the severai naval staff 
corps; but the lime committee feel that the constant 
tendency which, in time of peace, shows itself to 
overestimate and exaggerate this importance should 
be combated, and that the fundamental purpose 
and principles of a military, organization ought to 
be clearly understood.” 

‘English admirals afloat and ashore, i. e., in 
command of squadrons and naval stations, receive 
a table allowance of from $5,000 to $8,000 per an- 
num. This is independent of pay, and does not in- 
clude house and servants. Captains at sea receive 
command money from a thousand to fifteen hun- 
dred dollars per annum. Wherever an officer is 
placed in a position which carries expense of a pub- 
lic character, that expense is made good to him. 

‘*No officer in the United States Navy gets such 
an allowance. A rear admiral in command of a 
squadron is paid $6,000 a year and no more. Out 
of this, all his expenses of public entertainment 
must come. Frequently an admiral is ordered with 
his squadron to represent the Government in a for- 
eign port on some occasion of ceremony. At sucha 
time the inevitable and unavoidable expenses of 
official entertainment must be paid from his private 
purse; and, in effect, heis fined for his position of 
dignity and trust. Captains at $4,500 per annum 
at sea and commanders at $3,500 are similarly sit- 
uated. They are given no allowances. The pro- 
posed additions to their pay seem very moderate 
from this point of view. Commanding officers with 
families to support, every dollar of wbose pay is 
demanded for private expenses, often feel most 
keenly the shabby state which they are compelled 
to present to foreigners, and it is not going too far 
to assert that it isa reproach to the Government 
which places them in prominent and representative 
positions, and withholds the means to creditably 
maintain the form and ceremony which the posi- 
tions demand,”

PROPOSED NAVAL RESERVE. 

Mr. WHITTHORNE, with wise statesmanship, con- 
tinues to urge upon the attention of Congress his 
bill to provide for the enrolment of a naval militia 
and the organization of ‘‘ naval reserve forces.” 
There is some prospect that the substitute for his 
original bill which bas been adopted by the House 
Naval Committee may become a law, now that the 
two parties have done with their Presidential nom- 
inations and are once more ready for business. The 
bill provides for the enrolment into a naval militia 
of seafaring men, ship and yacht owners and em- 
ployees, members of yacht clubs, and ex-officers 
and enlisted men of the Navy. Out of these are to 
be organized artillery and torpedo corps, to whom 
the Secretary shall be authorized to furnish arms 
and equipments and naval vessels for instruction 
and drill, the State authorities to commission offi- 
cers who may also be commissioned, after an examin- 
ation as to competency, by the President in the 
same titles and grades, to be paid only when called 
into service for war or training purposes. Those of 
the naval militia who elect may be enrolled for a 
period not exceeding five years into a naval reserve 
for navigating duties subject to call for duty when 
the danger of war 1s imminent, under the penalties 
of desertion if they neglect to respond. This enrol- 
ment shall include the Life-Saving and Light-House 
services, the Revenue Marine and the coast aignal 
service. Thirty days’ training in each year is re- 
quired, petty officers found fit for duty to receive 
for this period thirty, and each man of inferior rating 
twenty dollars. All available steam vessels prop- 
erly constructed are also to be enrolled for service 
in case of need and their owners are to receive 
a sum not exceeding eight per centum yearly upon 
their value as determined by the Navy Department. 
The amount of compensation is to vary according 
to the character of the vessel, the maximum to be 
allowed to vessels showing 19 knots or more. Offi- 
cers of the naval reserve are to be borne upon the 
Navay Register, and a flag or pennant with the 
letters U.S. N. R. is prescribed for the reserves. 
Naval officers are to be furnished for any school 
ships to be established by State authorities. A 
million dollars is appropriated for carrying out the 
measure. 

Such, in brief, are the provisions of this most 
important bill. Its passage will, as it should, 
link with the history of the Navy most honorably 
its author, Mr. Whitthorne, to whose persistent 
purpose its progress thus far is solargely due. The 
importance of the measure cannot be overestimated. 
It is decidedly in the line of that revival in naval 
interests which is now fairly inaugurated, and to 
which every member of Congress, every patriotic 
citizen, should lend encouragement. 








THE nominations of the recent graduates of West 
Point to be 2d lieutenants in the Army have not yet 
been made to the Senate. It is understood that the 
delay is owing to protests made by some of the 
graduates against their assignments. These are 
awaiting the consideration of the Secretary of War 
who has been absent from Washington the greater 
part of the week. Although two meetings have been 
held by the Senate Military Cummittee since the 
Army nominations contained in last week’s JouURNAL 
were sent in, they have not yet been acted upon. It 
is stated that they are held up to await the return 
ot Major Huxford, U. 8. A., retired, the clerk to the 
committee, whois regarded by the members as their 
authority on these matters. 








Tae Naval Appropriation bill was passed by the 
House June 22 in remarkably short order and, with 
one or two slight exceptions, in the same shape as 
reported from the committee a few days previous. 
The only amendments worthy of note adopted were 
those appropriating $12,000 for ammunition for the 
guns of the Vesuvius, increasing the amount for 
labor and expenses of general storehouses from 
$85,000 to $90,000 and striking out the words 
‘‘ officers’ quarters” in the clause appropriating 
$30,000 for the ‘‘erection of barracks and officers’ 
quarters at Norfolk, Va.” Senator Chandler has 
introduced the following amendments to the bill, 
which is now in the hands of the Senate Committee 
on appropriations : 


That for the purpose of further increasing the naval 
establishment of the Daited States, the President is hereby 
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authorized to have constructed, by contract, 20 gunboats or 
cruisers, none of them to exceed 1,700 tons in displacement 
nor 000 in cost, including any es that may be 
paid for increased speed and excluding the cost of arma- 
ment; at least two vessels to be built of each type adopted 
by the Navy Department; and said vessels to be built either 
wholly of steel or with steel frames. In the construction of 
all of said vessels all the provisions of the act of August 3, 
1886, entitled ** An act to crease the naval establishment,’ 
as to material for said vessels, their engines, boilers, and 
machinery, the contracts under which — are built, the 
notice of, and pro s forthe same, the plans, drawings, 
specifications therefor, and the method of executing said 
contracts, shall be observed and followed, and said vessels 
shall be built in compliance with the terms of said act, save 
caek in all their parts said vessels shall be of domestic manu- 
acture. 

Towards the construction of the vessels hereby authorized 
the sum of five million dollars is hereby appropriated ; and 
towards the armament of said ships, with modern ordnance, 
the sum of three million dollars is hereby appropriated.

Masor-GENERAL SCHOFIELD, commanding the Di- 
vision of the Atlantic, and Rear Admiral Luce, com-

Miller for duty as camp adjutant. Major Wallace F. 
Randolph, 3d Art., is designated to superintend the 
rifle practice at thecamp. Asst. Surgeon Richard 
W. Johnsou, U. S. A., (Fort Adams, R. 1.,) is desig- 
nated as medical officer for the encampment. Pvt. 
Edward J. Fitzgibbon, Hospital Corps (Fort Adams), 
will accompany Asst. Surgeon Johnson. Ist Lieut.

GENERAL SHERIDAN’S SUMMER HOME. 


Tue cottage which General Sheridan will occupy 
at Nonquitt 1s by carriage road seven miles from 
New Bedford, Mass., but by water a trifle more than 
five miles. Nouquitt has an excellent approach 
from the sea,and the Swatara van drop anchor 
almost under the eaves of Gen. Sheridan’s cottage. 
The situation is quiet, healtby, and the scenery can 
not be surpassed in any spot on Cape Cod. Tne 
cottage is a two-story building, which faces the 
shore, with piazzas on all sides. [t is finished out- 
side in vatural wood, with a stiip of terra cotta 
about the base, the whole being oiled in grand 
style. From the piazza or windows on the east can 
be seen Buzzard’s Bay, with Bare Kneed Rocks, 
Dumplin Light and the Round Hiils showing up in 
the distance. The cottage has the distinction of 
having the only bathroom in the town of Nonquitt 
The children’s rooms upstairs are light and airy, 
w ash chamber sets, while the other sleeping 
rooms are furnished in mahogany, 
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CADET ENGINEERS OF 1881 AND 1882. 


Conaress has at last recognized the injustice done 
the cadet engineer graduates of 1881 and 1882 by the 
erroneous interpretation of the law to their disad- 
vantage. Ever since 1882 these young men have 
been struggling, first with the Navy Department, 
then with the courts, and finally with Congress, to 
obtain their proper positions. They are Dow, or 
rather will be when they obtam their commissions, 
in accordance with the provisions of the act just 
passed, where they would have been had they been 
properly assigned when coming from the Academy. 
To Assistant Engineer Kammerling, the senior mem- 
ber of the class of ’81, is due, in a great measure, 
the final passage of the bill. He bas been indefati- 
gable in his efforts to obtain congressional consid- 
eration, not to mention the bard services rendered 
in carrying the case through the courts. The fok 
lowing is the text of the bill as finally passed: 

Be it enacted, etc., That for the purpose of placing certain 
cadet engineers (graduates) in their proper grade and rank 
in the Navy, the President of the United States be, and is 
hereby, authorized to appoint and, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, commission as assistant engineers 
in the Navy the cadet ergineers of the classes of 1881 and 
1882 now in the Navy: Provided, That the commissions of 
the class of 1881 be dated from July 1, 1883, and their pames 
be ag on the Navy Register immediately after the name 
of Wm. D. Weaver, and that they take precedence in their 
grade and corps according to their proficiency as shown by 
their order of merit at the date of graduation ; and that the 
commissions of the class of 1882 be dated from July 1, 1884, 
and their names be placed on the Navy Register immedi- 
ately after the name of Charles E. Rommell, and that they 
take precedence in their grade and corps according to their 
proficiency as shown by their order of merit at the date of 
graduation: Provided, That any of such cadet engineers 
who failed to pass the physical examination at the Naval 
Academy made at the time of their graduation shall be sub- 
jected to further examinations before receiving their ap- 
pointments, as above authorized. 

The beneficiaries under the bill are Gustave Kam- 
merling, Kenneth McAlpine, Wm. 8. Smith, Lloyd 
Bankson, Clarence H. Matthews, DeWitt C. Red- 
grave, Robert Stewart, Jr., Wm. W. White, Bias C. 
Sampson, Solon Arnold, Martin A. Anderson, and 
Albert Moritz, of the class of 1881, and Clareuce C. 
Willis, Frank H. Conant, Harry G. Leopold, Robert

SECOND COMPTROLLER’S DECISION. 


In the case of the Army General Court-martials 
convened at Fort Niobrara, Neb., 2d Lieut. W. B. 
Richardson, 8th Inf., issued subpcenas for four civ- 
ilian witnesses, Lawson, Bowman, Herr and Bush- 
bell, requiring them to appear before the court 
Sept. 21, 1887. The court met as above but did not 
examine any witnesses until Oct. 3 and 4, when Law- 
son was examined—court met Oct. 8, examined Bush- 
nell, Bowman and Herr, when they were discharged. 
The witnesses claim for their travel to and from the 
court and for their per diem allowance for attend- 
ance thereon—Laweson. $56; Bowman, $76: Herr, 
$76; Bushnell, $88.66. The Judge Advocate, Dept. ot 
the Platte, protested against paying these sums and 
held the J. A. of the court, Lieut. W. P. Richardson, 
responsible. The matter was referred to the court 
who decided that they acted for the best interests of 
the Service, and the J. A. should in no wise be held 
responsible for such action. 

December 2, Gen. Crook, commanding Dept. of 
Platte, endorsed on papers that witnesses were de- 
tained before the court for long periods and at large 
expense in the absence of any apparent necessity 
and recommended that the amount be charged to 
the members of the court. This was referred to the 
court who returned it with endorsement “ the court 
bas no further explanation to make.’’ The papers 
were referred to General Sheridan who concurred in 
report of Department commander and added: * by 
a tuller regard for the public interests and a more 
conscientious discharge of the duty entrusted to the 
court, much of this expense could have been 
avoided.” 

Tbe Second Comptroller decides that primarily 
this expense should be charged against the Judge 
Advocate, but as the court has taken so much paius 
to exonerate bim, he shall raise a charge against 
each member of the court—barring the Judge Advo- 
cate—of his proportionate share of the difference 
between the fees as paid and approved by the court 
and those actually due as above quoted, i. e., for the 
time actually before the court.

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THE STATUS OF A NAVAL CADET. 


In the case of Eugene M. Harmon, v. The United 
States, before the Court of Claims, the plaintiff 
claims $1,655.47 balance, aileged to be due bim asa 
cadet midshipman and ensign from June 30, 1883, to 
Jan. 1, 1887. It is insisted on the part of the plaintiff, 
that the act of the Secretary of the Navy, discharg- 
ing him on June 26 was unauthorized by the act of 
August 5, 1882, ibe plaintiff not being an under- 
graduate within the meaning of said act, and said 
act not applying to the class of 1881 and 1882. In 
support of this theory of the law, attention is 
coles to the cases of Leopold v. United States, 18 
C. Cls., 46; Redgrave v. same, 116 U. 38., 474; Per- 
kins v. same, 116 U. S., 483. It is also insisted, that 
at the time of the passage of said act, the claimant, 
by virtue of his course at the Academy and gradu- 
ation, under the existing law, had vested rights 
which could not be affected by the repeal of a stat- 
ute under which they were acquired; and there can 
be no repeal by implication. 

The Court of Claims, in an opinion rendered by 
= Weldon, says: 

“The purpose of the act of 1882 was to abolish the 
distinction in name between cadet engineers and 
widshipmen, and to provide for the two, but one 
classification, known to the law at present as *‘ naval 
cadets.” One of the differences between them, ac- 
cording to the Supreme Court, is a difference of 
“course and term of study.” That difference of 
term of study is a difference of four and six years, 
and by the decision of this and the Supreme Court 
it is adjudicated that the term of service of a cadet- 
engineer is but four years. The m of service of 
the claimant having commenced in 1877, his course 
of study being six years, did not terminate until 
June, 1883, and if so, he was an under-graduate of 
the class of 1883, and so became subjected to the 
provisions of the statute of 1882. Having deter- 
mined that the provisions of the statute are applic- 
able by intendment of Congress to the claimant, it 
remains for us to notice the other point of con- 
tention, made by the very able argument of counsel 
for the claimant, tbat upon the completion of the 
prescribed curriculum, he had a vested right to be 
commissioned a midshipman. Vested rights incideut. 
to a claim are, in legal contemplation, as sacred 
against the encroachment of the Government as are 
any rights of private property; but those rights 
must originate and exist consistent with the just 
avd constitutional powers of the Government to 
regulate its public policy without being responsible 
to individuals in damages. (Deming v. United 
States, C. Cis., 1, 190.) 

“The number of men in the Armyand Navy is 
dependent entirely on the will of Congress, and in 
the legislation incident to that question the highest 
rights of soverviguty are exercised by the Govern- 
ment. The cases cited in the brief of counsel are the 
extreme cases on the subject of vested rights; and 
while they are weil considered and ably stated, and 
of binding authority in this court, they do not go 
to the extent of protecting the claimant in the en- 
joyment of a vested rigbt because of his graduation 
at the Naval Academy.” 

Secrion 1521, Revised Statutes, provides : 

.. “When cadet midshipmen have passed success- 
fully the graduating examination at the Academy 
= shail receive appointments as midshipmen, and 
shall take rank according to their proficiency as 
shown by tbe order of their merit at the date of 
graduation.” 

This is the section of the law which provides for 
the permanent employment of the students of the 
Naval Academy. Can there be deduced from tbis 
statute, an obligation upon the part of the Govern- 
ment, to so continue its policy iv referenee to the 
Navy, a3 that the claimant’s service as a midship- 
man would be necessary, and therefore his appoint- 
Ment as such, be made by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate ? 

In the Fisher case this court has decided— 

"With some few exceptions Congress may at any 
time reduce the salaries of public officers. he only 
contract which arises from a statute establishing a 
salary is to pay theincumbent that salary while that 
law remains in force. (15 C. Cls., 323.)” 

The Fisher case was taken to the Supreme Court, 
and, upon appeal, the principle announced in this 
court was affirmed, the Supreme Court saying: 

“Congress therefore could, without the violation 
of any contract, reduce the salary of the appellee, 
and bad the constitutional puwer to do so.” 

It will be seen by reference to the 12th finding that 
the obligation assumed by the cadet, on his admis- 
sion to the Academy, is in consonance with the view 
of the law herein stated. The obligation on bis part 
was to serve eigbt years, “unless sooner discharged 
by competent authority.” The discharge in this 
case was in strict pursuance of law, by an executive 
officer of the Government, authorized by the statute 
to perform that function. Obligations are not 

always mutual in the liability of tbe parties to per- 
form. They are often unilateral, giving a mght to 
one to declare the obligation atau end, while the 
other oory is bound to a full performance. The 
policy of t e statute, under which the claimant was 
discharged, is a question which can not be ap- 
proached by the judiciary. It remains for Congress 
to determine questions of that character, and hav- 
ing determined it as we have stated, it is the judg- 
ment of the court that the petition be dismissed.

A WIFE'S OPINION. 
Tothe Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue other day | asked a cummander if he thought 
there was any hope of an increase in the pay of en- 
sigusin the Navy. He replied, “*‘ My dear lady, why 
should there be an increase in their pay; are they 
not getting enough now?,” It was at the house of a 
friend, and I had been introduced to him only a few 
minutes before, so that he probably did not know 
that I was the wife of an Ensign. I rephed to bim, 
“1 am sure it is not, Captain; my busband is an Ea- 
sign, and we often find it a little hard to pay our 
bare expenses of living.”” “ Bless me,” said he, “ an 
Ensign married! He has no business. to do such a 
thing. Why, I was a Lieutenant-Commander be- 
fore [ got married; [don’t believe in young officers 
marrying.” :*Were you uot young, ptain, when 
you married ?”” He thought a little and said: “Why, 
no; 1 was twenty-niue.”’ 

Now, my husband 1s nearly 30 and we have been 
married nearly two years. bile he had shore duty 
we managed very well; but atter he was ordered to 
sea, although he received more pay, we found it ra- 
ther bard. 

My husband's father died last winter and be has 
since helped to support his mother, so that he could 
only leave me an allotment of $500 a year. 

Iam sure people outside the Navy have no idea 
how many clothes a naval officer has to bave. Be- 
fore my husband loft for his cruise, I looked over 
his wardrobe, cleaned spots off his blouses, sewed ? 
new set of buttons on his frock coat. as his old ones 
were tarnished; and even patched some of his trous- 
ers which be said would be good enough to stand 
watch m at sea, or to dosurveying work in. But bis 
frock coat looked threadbare, the braid on his 
blouses was a little ragged, aud when he tried on bis 
full-dress coat he found he could not button it. So 
he had to get a new full-dress coat, one new service 
suit, three white blouses, several pairs of white 
trousers, a new regulation overcoat,a new regula- 
tion —— you knowis rather expensive, from 
the gold and silver embroidery on it and the gold 
band—a new pair of sea boots, rain coat aod rain 
hat, besides a large outfit of underclothing, as the 
ship is often at sea for a long time, and the washing 
capnot be done until it goes into barbor. 

And here I would say that it is outrageous the way in 
which they do the washing in some of those heathen 
countries in Ceutral Ameriza. They not only beat 
the clothes full of holes by bammering them with 
paddles on rough rocks, but they break the buttons 
to pieces, and have the audacity to charge three or 
four dollars a dozen for mutilating them. Now this 
is expensive, not only as tothe price but as to the 
new clothing which it necessitates buying and the 
bills my busband has to pay to the ship’s tailor for 
repairing his clothes. If he were at home I could 
do that myself. 

Before the ship sailed every officer on board had 
to be supplied with a complete outfit of uniform, as 
called for in the Navy regulations. | believe the 
only respectable articles my husband had when he 
received his orders were bis chapeau and his 
epaulettes. His chapeau cost thirty dollars, | think, 
and his epaulettes sixty. I havealwaystold bim that 
it was a piece of extravagance to buy real bullion 
epaulettes, but be said that the gilt ones tarnish so 
soon, and—that he bought them before we were en- 


gaged. 

lie left behind him a price-list of the regulation 
uniform which he bas to have. I added it all up this 
morving and, if | have made no mistake, it amounts 
to more than $500. 

I was surprised to find that he had to have the 
same amount of uniform as a captain or an admiral; 
although their gold lace 1s a little more expensive 
because it is broader. And, besides bis uniform, he 
has to bave civilians clothing—hat, overcoat, and at 
least two suitwof clothes. Ishould much prefer to 
bave him wear his uniform on shore; but he says 
the United States is a republic, not a monarchy, and 
that itis the custom here for only street-car con- 
ductors, policemen, and messenger boys to appear 
on the streets in uoiform. 

Of course, bis uniform and civilians clothing both 
require renewing from time to time,and J] must 
have something to wear. My board costs thirty five 
doliars a month, and [ cannot afford to hire a nurse 
and pay for her board. 

And yet that horrid Mr. Herbert, or somebody, 
wants to knowif ensigns do oot get enough, and 
the commander says young officers ought not to 
marry. [suppose I ought to have waited until my 
busband’s hair had turned gray or had fallen out 
entirely. Poor fellow! Usometimes think it would 
have been better if there were some regulations in 
our Navy regarding officers’ marrying; so that their 
wives should be compelled to have a dower suffi- 
ciently great to support themselves. 

A short while ago my husband wrote me that the 
Paymaster of his ship was finally authorized to pay 
bim at the rate of an Ensign's pay after the first five 
years. Fora long time tbe authorities at Washing- 
ton would not grant this; they said that he was 
not considered to be in the Navy while on 
his two years’ cruise after his course at the 
Academy, although he was then standing 
reeular watch day and night. lt seems strange 
that be should have so much trouble in get- 
ting the increase of pay when the busband of one of 
my friends, who is a marine officer, and who 

uated from the Academy a year after my 





usbaud, bas been getting paid at the rate 


‘or completely out of sight. 
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of his third five years, for several months. 
His wife told me that at Washington they did not 
hesitate in regardiog bim as a naval officer even 
while at the Academy. I sce by the Naval Register 
that he is now receiving $1,680 a year, while my bus- 
band is getting only $1,400. And I see that the en- 
gineers who graduated from the Academy the same 
year that he did are now getting $500 a year more 
than my husband. I am sure their wives are not 
obliged to mend and darn and make over their bats 
asI do. And | ameare if those people in Washington 
knew how hard it is for an Ensign who bas com- 
mitted the crime of matrimony to live on bis pay, 
they would not continue their unkind oppusition to 
the bill increasing the pay of the Enusigns. 
When my husband sees this letter in the JourNnAL 
I know he will recognize that [am the writer of it; 
and [ am afraid he will write and tell me it was very 
unwise for me to send it. But | have ony told the 
truth; apd I am sure he will be pleased if the bill 
passes while the baby, grandma and I shall be de- 
ighted.

TARGET PRACTICE. 
Fort Meape, D. T., June 20, 1888, 
To the Edttor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

As rou have pretty well aired the ideas of those 
who seem to know all about target practice, will 
you please give ear to one of the “file” who imagives 
he knows a thing or two on tne subject, having 
watched it since 1880, marksman since 1882 and sharp- 
shooter 1 L 

Why is it at all necessaryjfor a man to continue fir- 
ing year after year for percentage after be has fired 
for a month or two at targets as “ large asa barp,” 
from 200 to 600 yards? Some men have been in the 
Service 20 years and can shoot, but what is the use? 
The art of shooting once acquired remains so long as 
sight and strength lasts. 

Target practice, like everything else, is subject to 
changes for the better. It bas been carried on long 
enough to find out many changes that would be of 
the greatest of benefit to those directly concerned 
and engaged in it. 

Ist. Require the recruit to practice at 100, 200, 300, 
400, 500 and 600 yards the first season, after that rate 
him as 2 skirmisher. 

2d. Anyone having practiced at known distances 
one or more seasos to be rated as a skirmisher. 

3d. Individual skirmish to take precedence over 
all other modes of practice. Uompany skirmish to 
be had once during each week of practice. 

4th. More time allowed on the * runs,” say 20 sec- 
onds in which to fire two sbots. 

{f the authorities desire shooting for effect 4 
not give individual skirmish the precedence over all 
other modes of practice. In company skirmish prac- 
tice 80 per cent. of the strength of the company pre- 
sent for duty must fire. If there are men sick in the 
hospital their places must be filled by file-elosers or 
musicians; the same if you have recruits who bave 
joined during the practice season. Taking 25 men as 
80 per cent. they are deployed one yard apart, 
marched at quick time forward and at double time 
from tbe figures, allowed only 15 seconds to halt, he 
down, insert cartridge, fix sigbts, aim and fire two 
shots. I am a file-closer and watch closely the firing 
and with but few exceptions most of them have as 
much idea where the bullet strikes as the man dead. 
What else can be expected when ope has scarcely 
time to breathe? 

Probably out of the 2 men half of them don't 
care, and could not if they did ever so much, bit the 
targets, because of the —~_ 4 difficulties. ifitisa 
calm day the smoke from the first volley settles in 
front of the muzzles of the rifles; if the wind biows 
from the right it eoyers the left, and if from the left 
it covers the right; from the rear it drifts towards 
the figures; from the front it gets in the eyes, nos- 
trils and mouth, making the figures very indistinct 
lf the day is good and 
dry the dust from the bullets striking near the fig- 
ures becomes so dense as to hide them from view, 
and the same difficulty is experienced if the day is 
windy. if the figures cannot beseen how van we 
ex ttohitthem? Distances must be observed, 
guide centre, left or right, balt on a line, inequality 
of ground overcome; hampered with all this how 
can any one bit a figure of a man standing, kneeling 
or lying down? The majority of the hits are purely 
accidental. There is a peualty attached to any 
error, such as firing before or aftera given com- 
mand, compelling men to fire before they are ready. 
The result is that the bullets are seen striking the 
ground all the way down the range, some 25 feet 
from the muzzle, others 25 feet over the targets, 
kicking up such a dust at times that you can’t see a 
figure. I have seen men that to my certain knowl- 
edge did not make 8 hits at company skirmish make 
8 to 18 hits at individual practice. Why not allow a 
man a minute or if it is necessary even longer to 
properly shoot his rifle? If [am shooting to strike 
the object aimed at [ must take care that my gun is 
properly sighted, or else it is no use to pull the tric- 
ger. | would never think of allowing wyself only 
15 seconds to shoot at an enemy; if it required 30 or 
60 seconds I would take it. 

lndividual skirmishing has some fascination for 
the markswan; he can plainly see the effect of each 
shot fired; change the sights if the first shot be too 
low or to the contrary; change the wind gauge as 
required. (From personal experience I know that 
it is much preferred to any other mode of practice.) 
In company skirmish a man can burdly tell-how he 
is shootivg, and it is all guess work, for the reasons 
given above. 

1 have heard opinions expressed by all, [ might 
say, and I have the first one to find who expresses 
any ardor in target practice after one or two sea- 
sons. It is fast growing intoan obnoxious duty with 
the men, and nothing is so irksome or uuenter- 
taining as a duty imposed where there are so many 
conflicting ones that are more necessary to one’s 
idea of the aciual requirements.

WHISTLES FOR SIGNALING. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


So mucH has been said in your columns of late 
with regard to the whistle at skirmish drill that [ 
- tempted to speak of some western work in that 

ne. 

Your various correspondents refer to it as rather 
a new thing, but as far back es 1880, in the presence 
of General Grant and 20,00u people, one of our crack 
companies gave a spirited skirmish drill on the 
State Fair grounds at Madison, Wisconsin, and the 
firing line was mancuvred entirely by whistle calls. 
The company was the Lake City Guard, of Madison, 
and its captain was Chandler P. Chapman—now and 
for seveu years past our Adjutant General. 

I consider his system preferable ww those to which 
reference has been made in yourvcolumns. Espec- 
ially do I prefer it over the “arbitrary letter-sigual 
alphabet.” and it has distinct advantages over the 
otber which, in rapid firing, is liable to be greatly 
misunderstood. In one cf these codes Il find that 
rally by fours and rally by company are almost 
exactly alike. One being a long and four sbort 
biasts the other a long and five short. In sharp fir- 
ing one of these short ones might readily be lost. 
Deploy and cease firing are exactly alike but for one 
short note (six “*toots”’ and five * toots,” respective- 
ly), and I believe confusion would result time and 


ain. 

Both codes also contain “retreat” or “to the 
rear,” and Upton wrote when commending Chap 
man’s system that “totherear” should never be 
sounded on the skirmish line as it might extend to 
the whole line of battle. 

Possibly you cannot well reproduce our Wiscon- 
sin system in type, but [send it herewith asa matter 
ee to the Guard, also a copy of Gen. Upton’s 

etter. 

You will note that it is for either a single or two- 
note whistle. Chapman prefers the two-note for 
rexsons which he fully explains. 

We bave eleven signals. They, answer for twenty 
orders without confusion. Experience bas led us to 
doubt the utility of more, and Upton advised that 
they be very few. If more be needed it is better to 
“double up”’ than add new ones. Note the 4th and 
5th signals and see how much ground is covered. 

A signal may easily be too long or too short. Often 
the first note will not be distinctly beard. In much 
noise it is a good plan to precede signals by “atten- 
tion.” In most cases the latter part of these Wis- 
consin signals will stow what they are, even if the 
first be not heard. I'he forward, rightand up signals 
have a distinctive character, and the halt, left and 
down siguals an opposite but sfill distinctive effect. 
The two short blasts for execution are used only 
when needed. Spaces or rests cap be used to give 
distinctive character with very good effect, espe- 
cially on the two-note whistle. 

The single biast whistle should be shrill, loud and 
ona high key. The trill,as in the dog whistle, is 
ap advantage. 

For the double note whistle it is recommended 
that it be of metal, with an octave range, say G to 
G above the line, key of C. Have a ring at lower 
end for the little finger, 30 as to steady the whistle 
in the hand when one fiuger is used to open and 
close the lower bole. Sluaog from a silk cord around 
the neck, it could be always ready for use, and is in 
every way superior to the bugle for practical work, 
let alone (he possibilities of a ** scare,’’ misunder- 
standing cr “bad Jip” on part of that attendant 
musician. 

At the drill I refer to Capt. Chapman used bistwe- 
note whistle, and though the firing was rapid and 
incessant (44 men on firing line), bands playing and 
several thousacd people cheering away at the top of 
their powers, not a “ break”’ occurred. 

I believe our system will wear. Cc. K.

Capt. Chandler P. Chapman, Madison, Wis.: 

DEAR Sir: Your letter on the whistle as a signal is very 
interesting. My idea is that the signals on the whistle should 
be the fewest possible, say, attention, forward, double time, 
commenc: firing and cease firing. 

When using blank cartndzges you will find that it is almost 
impossible to hear the whistle at any distance, and any 
signal is then very liable to be mistaken. 

The signal * to the rear” should never be used as it might 
extend along the whole line ot battle. 

It allowed to revise the Tactics I shull give a few signals 
as indicated, and aliow others to be improvised by captains. 
The policeman’s whistle isas loud as any I bave seen, and

NEWS FROM BUFFALO. 
BUFFALO, June 26. 


THE uppermost topic of conversation and subject 
for speculation amoung the military men of Buffalo 
is the result of the court-martial in the case of Col. 
Wm. M. Bloomer, 74th Regt. 

‘in Saturday afternoon, June 16, Col. Bloomer re- 
ceived through Brigade Headquarters a letter from 
Adjt. Gen. Porter, notifying nim that the court- 
martial bad convicted him and sentenced him to be 
cashiered. 

The orders from Gen. Porter in the matter will 
not be published within twenty days from June 16. 
During this period Col. Bloomer will appeal tu Gov. 
Hill, who will set a day to hear the argument on ap- 
— if this appeal fails, Col. Bloomer will proba- 

ly appeal to the lower braneb of the Supreme 
Court of the State. The sentence dismisses bim from 
the office of Colonel but it does not incapacitate 
him from bolding any office in the future to which 
he may be elecied or appointed. 

The successor of Frank T. Bloomer, who was Cap- 
tain of Co. B, Spaulding Guards, 74th Regiment, is 
lat Lieut. Harrison (. Balcom, who was elected Fri- 
day. June 9. Capt. Balcom bas not yet tried his ex- 
amination, but he has gone to work to make the al- 
ready large company, which has 72 members, one of 
the largest and best in the regiment. Heis in good 
favor with the men, is an excellent officer, and will 
undoubtedly succeed in hisendeavors. On June 15 
the company received from the Hon, E. G. Spauld- 
ing, president of the Farmers and Mechanics Na- 
tional Bank, a large crayon lithograph of himself, 
enclosed 1n a bandsome frame. he company was 
named in honor of Mr. Spaulding many years ago, 
before tne War. 

On June 14 the 65th Regt. gave a concert and drill 
asa testimonial of respect and esteem to their late 
chaplain, the Rev. Dr. John W. Brown, the new rec- 
tor of St. Thomas P. E. Church of New York city. 
About 2,309 tickets were sold, realizing for St. Pau'’s 
Church, for the rebuilding of whose burned edifice 
the proceeds were to be devoted, some $1,200. Plog 
sted’s full band, the best in Buffalo, furnished the 
music, and were assisted by the full choir of St. 
Paul’s Church. The drill was by battalion, division 
and company, and the evolutions, together with the 
volley hiring by battalion, wing, division and com- 
pany, were generously applauded. The battalion 
was equalized into eight companies of t:velve files 
each. The drill ended with a dress parade. 

The duplicate muster roll of the 65th Regt. bas 
been returned with the following endorsement of 
Col. T. H. McGrath, Asst. Insvo. General : ** The con- 
dition of the organization 1s still one of progress. 
Although it is not by vomparison so great as at last 
inspection, there is gratifying evidence of faithful 
work. Tbe commauding Officer must be sustained 
in his efforts by company commanders, or his work 
will be of no avail.”’ 

Col. 8S. M. Welch, Jr., a few days since received a 
telegram from Adjt. Gen. Porter, saying that if 
convenient to bim he would like to bave him come 
down to campimmediately aod be would make bim 
inspector of drills, the piace formerly beid by Capt. 
H. P. Stacpole, of che 10th Battalion at Albany. 
Sol. Welch's business was such that be could not ac 
cept this flattering offer. He will. however, proba- 
bly remain at Peekskill two or three weeks after the 
deporture of the 65th Regiment from the camp for 
home. 

The honorably discharged soldiers of the Regular 
Army of the United States, who are living in Buff- 
alo, are to form themselves into a permanent organ 
ization. There are nearly 500 eligible meno in Buffalo. 

About 700 of the Canadian militia came up from 
their camp at Niagara Thursday, June 22, to cele- 
brate a semi-formal opening of tbe Niagara Falls 
Queen Victoria Jubilee Park. They were under 
command of Col. Otter, post commandant at Niag- 
ara, who also commands the 2d Military District of 
Ontario. A large crowd of 10,000 people wituessed 
the parade,and the “march past’’—the American 
“pagsing in review’’—before Col. Otter and his staff. 
There were 2,300 men divided into six battalions, 
and three batteries encamped at Niagara. This 
camp differs in one importaut feature from Peek 
skill, in that the men do their own cooking, and 1s 
therefore so much the more practical. Col, Otter 
and staff, though not of the Regular Army, are men 
of considerable military experience. Wirth the mi- 
litia in cawp were 80 members of Co. C, Royal Mili- 
tary School of Infantry, who are Regulars, and who 
exercised a salutary influence over the country 
militia. The camp opened June 12 and closed June 

The rifles they use are the Snider-Enfield, 58 
calibre, and they are universally carried on the left 
shoulder. Three bands came up witb the detach 
ment from Niagara, and, during the parade, the 
tune they played, curiously enough, was ‘“Marcbiv 
Through Georgia."’ All the staff officer- and al 
commandants of battalions were mounted. The 
horses’ tails were squared, and some of the riders 
carried the Eust Indian “chowrie’’—a tail of a horse 
attached toa short stick. They used itin flicking 
the flies from the horses, and learned the use of it 
probably 10 the Zulu war. The only member of the 
park commission present was J. A. Orchard, of Ni 
agara Falls, South. Among the spectators were Col. 
Carlisle, 19th Battalion, and Ex-Licut. Co!. Brown, 
of the 77th Battalion. EXTREM. 





CALIFORNIA. 


WE notice that Col. Dickinson, temporarily com 
manding the 2d Brigade, . N. G., has been obliged 
to write to the staff officers of the brigade in regard 
to their irregular attendance at parades. He says: 
* [ bave dete: mined that there must be a cbange in 
this respect; in other words, that the staff must 
turn out and parade and perform its military duties, 
cr else, when lam in command of the brigade, the 
staff will be excused from ail parades, and [ will re- 
main at the head of my regiment and command the 
brigade from there. . . I would ask you to con- 
sider this letter and its contents carefully, discuss it 
at your next meeting, and make up your winds 
whetber you intend to perform the duties of your 
positions or not, and advise me of the result.” 

There may be, if thereis not there ought to be, 
some shorter road than this to enforce attendance, 
A httle Regular Army discipline — to the de- 
linquent officers would doubtless effect acure. It 
cannot be that attending official parades is entirely 
optional with the officers in question. Lf it is the 
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Sooner the Code is altered the better for the State 
service and those who have to support it. 





CONNECTICUT ENCAMPMENT. 


G. O. 13, State of Connecticut, Adjutant-General’s 
Office, Hartford, June 23, 1888, directs Brig.-Gen. 
Charles P. Graham, commanding, to assemble such 
members of the Brigade Connecticut National 
Guard, as were enlisted on or before June 1, at the 
State camp ground, Niantic, Monday, Aug. 20, at 10 
o’clock a. M., for six days’ camp duty, conducted 
according to the provisions of Article XI., Regu'a- 
tions ©. The Quartermast-r- General 
will lay out the camp ground and pitch the tents, 
including quarters for three officers of the U. 8. 
Army. At this encampment. all enlisted men of 
companies and platoons will be quartered in what 
are known as the “improved common tents,” all 
the canvas being entirely new. This will not only 
greatly improve the appearance of the camp, but 
will contribute to the comfort and health of the 
men. These tents are drawn from the U. 8. Govern- 
ment, and are tbe property of the United States, 
‘The practice which bas beretofore prevailed to some 
extent, of marking, or 1n any way defacing or in- 
juring the tents is strictly forbidden. Commanding 
officers of companies, platoons, and of the battery, 
will receipt to the Brigade Commander for the 
number of tepts occupied by their respective com- 
mands, and will be held responsible for the enforce- 
ment of this order, aud for any damage done. The 
Quurtermaster-General is direct2d to cause a special 
inspection to be made of the tents, on the last day 
of the encampmedt before they are struck: the at- 
tention of commanding officers will then be called 
to any damage done. It is the intention of the Com- 
wapder-in-Chief to apply for a detail of officers of 
the U.S. Army as ipstructore, and it is hoped that 
the officers who rendered such faithful and :ntelli- 
gent service last year may again be secured. Plac- 
iug the eptire brigade in camp for two successive 
years, and with such competent instruction should 
develop extraordinary improvement. The (Com 
mander-in-Chief confidently relies upon all the offi- 
cers and men of the brigadeto give such prompt 
and careful attention to duty as to render the en- 
campment of tbis year superior to any previous one. 
He 1atends to be present several days during the 
encampment, but desires that, as last year, his pres- 
ence there shall interfere as little as practicable 
with the regular routine of military duties. He will 
review the brigade on Friday, Aug. 24. Encamp- 
ments of the National Guard being held by authority 
of law. every officer and enlisted man is required to 
be present for duty. Commanding officers are 
directed to see that enlisted men, absent without 
leave or satisfactory excuse to them, are legally 
notified of fines incurrec, and that the fines are col- 
lected. Excuses for imperative reasons only may be 
granted. The fine for absence from camp without 
leave or satisfactory excuse 1s five dollars for each 
day of absence (an absence from any oneof the 
three daily roll calls in camp is, by law, absence for 
the entire day), and for any uusoldierly conduct or 
disobedience to orders not more tban ten dollars. 
The Brigadier-General will report to the A. G. Office 
any commissioned offivers absent, with al! facts re- 
garding the cause of absence. Excuses for absence 
on pass or guard duty in camp must be verified in 
each case at Brigade Headquarters. 


CANADIAN MILITARY PRACTICE. 


MILITIA general orders, issued vn the first of the 
present month, provide a system which has long 
been wanting in the system of home troops. The 
Canadian Militia Gazette says: 

“In future the men of the permanent corps are— 
baving fulfilled certain conditions—to fire from 90 
to 120 rounds annually, at distances varying from 50 
_— to 600 yards, the smaller number of rounds 

ing for the smart men who are ableat once to 
make passable ehooting, and the extia thirty to be 
spent if necessary in training those who do not come 
up to the set standard. 

* First of all there will come position drill and fir- 
ing with blank cartridges. The attack upon the 
target will be made at only 50 yards distance, and 
the soldier having, in a standing position, tired five 
rounds and made at least eight points, will then be 
considered qualified to proceed buck to 100 yards: 
should he similarly qualify there he next tries 150, 
then 200, 400, and 500. If he succeed—with or with 
out the help of the prescribed marginal allowance 
of ammunition—iu making eigat points in any series 
of five shots at each of these ranges, he will pass on 
to the second stage, and be further instructed ; if he 
fail to maketbat number of points, his practice 
ends. That is where one of the defects of the scheme 
comes in. The man who fails in this simple first 
stage is the mar most in need of further instruction 
and practice. ; 

‘The second stage, for those only whv qualify in 
the first, consists in firing from ten to fifteen rounds 
at 500 yards, and, if twenty points have been scored, 
a like allowance at 600 yards. Those who can't 
score twenty pointsin fifteen rounds at 500 yards, 
shoot no more for a season; those who fall short of 
twenty points at 600 are cbecked there. ‘Those who 
stind both tests pass into the third stage, und fire 
thirty rounds more at 200, 500, aud 600 yards, ten 
each range. 

“* But it 13 to be feared tbere will be cormapuratively 
few men who will ever get to the third stage.”’ 





CANADA'S MILITARY COLLEGE. 


JUNE 28 was graduation day at the Royal Military 
College, Kingston, Ont. Thirteen students were 
graduated. Nine of the graduates accepted com 
missions im the imperial army, Jolly, the head 
of the class, going into the Royal Engineers. 
More commissions might bave been obtained bad 
the graduates desired. Sir Jobn A. Macdonald, 
Premier of the Domiuion, pregented tne prizes, and 
said that when the college was established he 
doubted its usefulness, but now he gave his oppon- 
ent credit for being more farsighted than be was, 
He would look witu pride on its future development 
into a great military institution. Tbe college was 
established in 1877 by Hon. Alexander Mackenzie. 
‘The present commandant, Major-General Oliver. 
R. E., retires and wil! be succeeded by an appointee 
of the Queen, }

e necessury examination for the ambulance corps and 
wear the brassard. This is wrong, as they are entitied to 
wear it only when they are ordered on duty. aad wien not 
detailed for that service they should attend drills, parades 
and do guard duty. There isa noticeable absence of theit 
this year in camp. Formeriy there was much complaint 
ot persons who hung around the camp aod when the troops 
were on dress parade improved the opportunity to carry off 
what they could. All this is changed. ‘I'wo men seen around 
the camp apparently deeply concerned iu ali the movements 
of the troops are wvetective Sergeants Valliely and Murray 
of the Wali street squad, who were detuiled by lospector 
Byrnes to look atter all offenders. 

There are but fewsick men 1n camp and the only cases are 
trivial ones caused by change of food and the large amount 
of wilk drank by the men. A few men suffer from the heat 
and there is no drilling ia the atternoou when the heat is 
most intense. A surgeon and the ambuluace corps with 
stretcber goes Out On battalion drills und dress parade to be 
ready for any emergency, 

The State has erected a building in the camp containing 20 
small closets, two by two tett, containiag suower baths. The 
accommodations are insufficient. As the place pen about 
six hours a day not more tbao one-hali of the troops can 
take a bath and at times large numbers are wiiting. The 
system should be enlurged and towels aod soup furvished. 

The value of the Ambulance Corps bas been shown in the 
case of Pvt. Andrew Read, who was dungerously injured by 
being thrown trom atruin, and who has greatly improved 
under the medica! direction of Sure. F. B. Parker, of the 26th

= here are about thirty members of the ambulance corps 
here in camp und as this is,no doubt one of the most 
important cases that will be seen in camp they should bave 
been ordered to be present wheh the wounds were dress. d to 
learn how to bandle wounded ‘men. Although the camp is 
nearly complete in cotatie, yet in hospital service there is 
mucb to improve upon. The bospital tent is badly situated. 
lt isa single tent ona tine with the principal street, witbin 
view of every passer by, and 100 vear the compuny streets. 
At times tue men are thougbticssly ooisy and disturb the 
patients. ‘be furniture of the bospital consisted of a few 
stools, ten cots and mattresses. On one of these mattresses 
this badly wounded nan was placed, after being stripped, 
with a blanket under and over him. With the thermometer 
at 100 he laid and sweitered and suffered, simply because tbe 
camp could or did not furnish this bed with sheets and pil- 
lows. These were afterwards provided by the Y. M. ©. A. 
Toe provisional battalion, under the command of Lieut.- 
Co:. A. C. Smith, 28d Kegt., and Lieut. Williams, Adjutunt, 
and Ist Lieut. F. B. Parker es Post Surgeou, is compused of 
the 3a Separate Company of Oneonta, Capt. Walter Scott; 
26th Sepurate Company of Elmira, J R. P. Bush ; 33d 
Separate Company ot Walton, Capt. M. W. Marvin, and 36th 
Separate Company of Schenectudy, Capt. A. A. Yates, con- 
sisted of 300 men. It is composed of very good material and 
of the kind to make good suidiers, They are weil instrueted 
in company movements, but are very slack iu battalion, 
priucipaliy for the reason that they bave uever been drilled 
im these movements, While in camp they should be drilled 
only in the movements they cannot do in their own 
arweries. The principal troubles in the battalion drills are 
the formation on the line, and in several intances the |.ue is 
ordered to be reformed because of errors that could be pre- 
vented, and much valuable time saved, if on the evening 
previous to the battalion drill the line officers, guides aud 
markers of the battalion were ordered to report to the in- 
structor tor instructions in the drill) for the folluwing day. 
The guides were slow in coming out on the line and io the 
movement compavies break trom the right and marcb to 
the left. When tue commands again marched into column 
of fours the lett sergeants ot the companies in some cases 
remained in the column when they should (except the ex- 
treme left, sergeant) have marched in the line of file closers, 
Such delinquents should be promptly ordered out of the col- 
umn to their proper places. There was 100 much distance 
between the companies—and io companies lett or right front 
into line some of the companies executed the movement in 
quickn‘d some in double quick time. In the movement guides 
on the line the guides remuived at a carry; they should bave 
reversed their pieces. ‘Tbe communds sbould dress promptly 
at the command and not wait for any othercompany. The 
loadings and tirings were fair, and when the firing ceases the 
lustructor should command posts. The firings by companies 
were tair, The men did not go through the motions in fir- 
ing by file and in many cases chey dia vot step off with the 
right foot io aiming in the rear rank, and in coming to carry 
the men should hali cock their pieveés before doing so. The 
battalion movements were fair, but the guides did aot go on 
the line quickly and in marching they did not cover. Skir- 
mishing should be practiced in order that the men may ve- 
cowe used to firing and moving over open ground. A pro- 
gramme should be published in order that the men could 
leara the movemests correctly before they come on the 
ground. The wen have sufficient intelligeace to execuie 
such Movements. 
In guara mounting very little progress bas been made, 
rincipully because the instruction in the arwories has not 
n thorough. Companies came on the ground with cart- 
ridge boxes to the front and some to the rear, und ip inspec- 
tion of arms some men bring their pieces up for inspection, 
while others bring their pieces to arwws port and open cham- 
ber. All shouid be instructed uniformly. In sentry duty 
there been great improvement, but the separate com- 
panies have made more rapid progress thav the regiments, 
They pay more attention (0 saluting the officers, and in the 
grand rounds are ou the alert and prompt at challenging.

Can his property on a military 
reservation be levied on?” ANns.--The post you are stationed 
at stands on ground over which the U. 8. exercises exclusive 
jurisdiction, except that in accordance with Par. 17, Sec. 8, 
Chap. 1, of the Constitution. in ceding it to the U.S. the Legis- 
lature of the State of N. Y. reserved the right to execute 
upon it any process, civil or criminal, issuing under the au- 
thority of this State. The Supreme Court has held this 
(Story dissenting) to be not in confict with the Constitu- 
tional provision above granted, and to have been intended 
to prevent ceded land fiom becoming sanctuaries for fugi- 
tives from justice. * The acceptance of a cession with this 
reservatiou amounts to an ugreement by the U,. 8, to permit 
the free executions of such process, as being, quoad hoe, its 
own process.” (U. S. vy. Cornell,2 Mason, 70,91; U.S. v. 
Davis, 5, ib. 356.1. See also Winthrop, Vol. 1, p. 147, note 1.) 
Hence, a soldier’s personal property situated on a wilitary 
reservation which has been ceded to the U.S., with the 
proviso quoted, can be levied as under a State execution, 
and the shenff or deputy must ask permission of the post 
commander, and this he should not refuse.

Under the title of “Civilization in the United 
States, first and last impressions of America,”

common schooled and the least cultivated people in 
the world, smart, but with a bard iutelligence,”’ and 
“suffering from the freedom mania of Murdstone 
and Quinion herself—of Quinion at any rate.” 
There is undoubtedly much in what Arnold wrote 
which is true and useful for our correction, but at 
the same time there i3 much display of that super- 
ficial cr’ ticism to which the traveller’s hasty observa- 
tion leads. The American soldier, in the opiniou 
of Mr. Arnold, ‘**tbhough brave as any one, is too in- 
genious, too mental to be the perfection of a fighting 
unimal.” Just here it may be well to quote what 
General Johnston said te General Sherman of these 
“too mental” soldiers: “ Your foragers were the 
must éfficient cavalry [I have ever knuwv. They 
covered your flanksso completely that I never could 
penetrate through them far enough to fire .your col- 
umn and the fact that they could be sent so far off 
from the eyes of the commanding officers and returp 
regularly at night is proof of the highest state of 
discipline of your army.” It is evident that those 
whe criticise, like those who prophesy, should not do 
so unless they know. There was much that lay be- 
yond tbe range of Mr. Arnold’s experience about 
which he talked with the same freedom and confi- 
dence he displayed in dealing with subjects in which 
he was more at home. What people, asks Mr. Ar- 
nold, in whom the sense for beauty and fitness was 
=. could bave consented or could tolerate, the 

riggsvilles, Higginsvilles, Jacksonvilles, rife from 
Maine to Florida? To which we might answer that 
Mr. Arnold is marvellously particular for a gentle- 
mun whose study of the gazetteer of his native land 
must bave attuned bis «ar to such names as “Sop- 
worth, Stogumber, Buethorpe, Sheepwash, Foul- 
ness, Hamsteels, Foot-hogs, Pigburp, Swillington, 
Sows, High, Low and Long Ham,Wart Hill, Yelling, 
Clack, Wrangle, Piddletown, Didlington, Cock- 
street, Scratby, Scoury’’ and the hike.

A CANNON TO SHOOT TWELVE MILFs. 


“ WE are now,” said the director of the Pittsburgb 
works, “ making a cannon for the American Emen- 
site Company. It will be used to demonstrate the 
value of that new explosive. It is a smooth bore, 3 
inches in diameter and 100 inches long and it will 
— a6-inch shell with emensite from 10 to 12 
plies. 

“In ordinary rifled cannon the shell turns 1 
times iu the length of the gun. This gives it 
a terrific tortional strain and necessitates a 
corresponding tbickness and strength of the 
shell and a proportionate reduction of space 
for the explosive. In otber words tbe internal 
space for the explosive is reduced one-half to secure 
the necessary strength. Now the Emensite Com- 
pany proposes to avoid this trouble by returning to 
the old smooth bore cannon, and at the same time 
to secure the necessary range by the increased 
power of their explosive. This new gun they expect 
to throw a dynamite shell as far as a rifled cannon. 








YACHT RACES, 


THE annual spring regatta of the Eastern Yacht 
Club was sailed off Marblehead, Mass., June 28. The 
wind was fresh and varying, from 10 to 15 knots an 
hour; the sea rather rough. In the race of the big 
sloops the famous Volunteer won, beating her sister 
boat, the Puritan, 15 minutes over the 36 mile course. 
The actual time of the Volunteer was 4 hours 5 min- 
utes 10 seconds; that of the Puritan 4 bours 22 min- 
utes 4 seconds. 

The annual regatta of the Seawanhaka Yacht Club 
took plave on June 23. The start was off Bay Ridge, 
to and around the Southwest a Buoy, thence to 
and around the Sandy Hook Lightship, thence back 
over the same course, finishing off Buoy 15 below 
the Narrows. 

Classes VI. and VII. eailed over tho same course, 
except that they rounded the Scotland Lighjship iu- 
stead of the Sandy Hook. The outer mark Tor class 
VIII. was Buoy 5 off the point of the Hook. 

All the yachts were steered by members of the 
club or other amateurs, and the crews were largely 
composed of amateurs. Several yachis, however, 
earried expert professional sailing masters, whose 
tips were more or less beneficiul. The seamanship 
displayed was highly creditable. 

The wind at the start was very light and followed 
later by a squall. The schooner Grayling won an- 
other victory and demonstrated that the recent al- 
terations to her have been beneficial. The fine new 
schooner Sea Fox showed herself to be a good one, 
but, unfortunately, her bowsprit was carried away, 
thus putting ber out of the race.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Enginecring says: ** Most of the sheet metal used 
in copstructing the solid drawn cartridges used by 
the German Government is manufactured by the 
firm of Basse and Selve, in Altena, on Lenne, in 
Westphalia. This company was established in the 
year 1859, and has since taken a remarkable expan- 
sion, more particularly since the year 1878, whena 
connection was established with the well-known 
Lorenz cartridge works at Karlsruhe. Aided by 
the protective tariffs of Germany the firm have suc- 
ceeded in securing all German orders which form- 
erly went to England, and are now attempting with 
some success to secure orders from abroad. The 
firm also supply copper and bronze wire, and in 1874 
commenced the manufacture of nickel, sinve which 
time they have supplied most of the nickel and 
bronze coinage of Germany.” 





In answer to Lord C. Beresford, Mr. Stanhope 
stated in Parliament that a detailed report on the 
examination of the heavy guns of the Rodney and 
tbe Warspite had not yet been received. He re- 
gretted, however, to have to add that the linings of 
two of the 69-ton breech-loading guns of the Rod. 
ney were cracked, and the lining of one of the 24- 
ton guns of the heey ang The latter, however, wus 
replaced by another last week. 





The Secretary for War has reappointed Sir Henry 
Halford to be member of the British War Office 
Cemmittee on Small Arms, which has the magazine 
rifle under consideration. [tis understood that Sir 
Henry Halford has now ceased to be interested in 
an invention connected with the rifle, which caused 
him to retire from the committee. 








HOW TO DEFEND NEW YORK. 


Lrevt.-CoLt. BUCKNILL, a retired officer of the 
English Royal Kugineers, is discussing submarine 
Mining in Engineering, and not wishing to discuss 
in detail English defences, upon which he was for 
many years engaged, selects New York asa melan- 
choly example of an unprotected port. He describes 
the location of “this magnificent emporium of 
trade, whence radiate the pulsating arteries essen- 
tial to the hfe of one of the greatest civilized na- 
tions the world has ever seen,’ and goes on to say: 
“New York is open to capture by astrong force 
landing on Long [sland from the Sound as near to 
the city as possible, and advancing by the Kast 
River shore,under the covering protection of a fleet, 
and assisting the ships by capturing the batteries cr 
mining stations on that shore, which would thus be 
taken in reverse. With Long Isjand inits present 
defenceless state such an operation would be 
quickly done, in spite of submarine mines, dyna- 
mite guns, plunging Davids, and what not. To de- 
scribe a possible coup de mainis to suggest a de- 
fence, and our cousins might do worse than spend 
some of their annual surplus in the construction of 
a string of forts between Jamaica Bay and East 
River. Taking things as they exist, the following 
arrangement of mines would givea strong defence 
to East River against a purely naval attack."’ 

After describing the mines proposed and illustra- 
ting their position by two diagrams, the writer says: 
“Long Island thus protects the city from the sea, 
obl'ging any vaval attack to be delivered on one or 
other of two intricate paths of approach. But the 
defence of an island against a foe who possesses the 
command of the sea is much more difficult than is 
that of the main !and ofa country beld by a cour- 
ageous people and intersected by numerous lines of 
communication. Long Island, therefore, is at one 
and the same time a source of protection and a 
source of weakness. It gives strength to resist a 
purely naval attack, but is very vulnerable to a 
combined naval and military operation. In these 
days it is impossible to prevent troops landing when 
the operation is covered by a fleet, and it is also im- 
possible to check their advance.”’ 

Concerning the principal entrance to the harbor, 
Col. Bucknill says: “The attacking forces would 
here meet with numerous nautical difficulties. The 
deepest water over the bar is but 3% fathoms at low 
water, and the rise of tide at springs is less than one 
fathom—total, 22 ft.6 in. at low and 28 ft. 6 x. at 
high water. First class ironclads should therefore 
keep outside, and any attack on this side must be 
made by war vessels of smaller draught. The chan- 
nels inside the bar are intricate, and skilled local 
pilots are required to take steamers iuto port. If 
some of the buoys and light vessels were only 
slightly shifted the navigation of vessels would be 
made eo difficult. to strangers as to be well-nigh pro- 
hibitive. Moreover, the land is so distant and 80 
hard to approach, owing to the flats that extend for 
miles in front of it, thata simultaneous attack by 
land could receive no assistance from the forces 
afloat. Combined operations like those suggested 
for the advance up the East River are therefore im- 
possible.”’ 

*“Cons‘dering these things, it certainly appears 
that New York, like some other places, bas a weak 
back entrance, and a strong frout door. Yet an at- 
tack via Sandy Hook and the Narrows seems to be 
feared more than one in the other direction, if one 
may jndge from the fortifications now cxisting, ¢s- 
pecially at the Narrows. The writer believes that 
the key of the lock for securing the main entrance 
to New York Harbor will be found at the imper end 
of the sandbank called the Dry Romer. This is ten 
miles from the nearest point of the city and eight 
from Brooklyn. The Narrows are only six miles 
from the city and four trom Brooklyn, and vessels 
lying outside would be within bombarding distance 
ofthem both. Every effort should therefore be 
made to present au effective resistance to an attack- 
ing squadron before it comes so far. 

“The East Channel is also 1,250 yards wide at the 
north end of the Dry Romer. ‘bis fine chanvel, a)- 
though not much used by ecommerce, has 344 fathoms 
over the bar, and might be used by the attack in 
war, asit lies beyond the effective rauge of Sandy 
Hook Fort. Allibe rest of the barbor entrance !5 
forbidden to vessels drawing more than 1é ft. or 15 
ft., that 1s to say, to war vessels that would crass the 
Atiantio, An ifonoclad fert on the north end of the 
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Dry Romer would consequently held this entrance 
to New York, and with additional certainty if mines 
were placed in the channels on either side of it. As 
no fort exista there, the mines are all the more ne- 
vessary, and some makeshift arrangement should be 
devised both for protecting them against boat at- 
tack and for providing a firing station as close to 
them as possible. This could be done by floating a 
a strong iron bulk to the spot, and then filling her 
with sand, leaving chambers on the north side for 
firing‘and observing stations, and mounting quick 
firing guns on carriages disappearing through the 
deck, the guns remaining up when in action, and 
out of sight ard protected as far as possible when 
not in action.” 

The author describes at length the manner in 
which submarine mines may be distributed to defend 


the harbor. 








FORCED DRAUGHT. 


Tue Admiralty Gazette says: ‘The repeated fail - 
ures of vessels on trial when their machinery is 
worked under the forced draught, calls for com- 
ment. Thenatural draught trials, as a rule, pass off 
satisfactorily, but when forced draught is applied 
failure succeeds failure, and additional expense to 
the country is incurred, and valuable time is wasted. 
Tbe number of unsuccessfui trial trips recorded the 
past two years is very great. In some instances the 
experiments have extended overa whole year, the 
authorities hoping, by repeated trials, to attain a 
moderate degree of success. This, however, bas not 
been achieved, and vessels which should long ago 
have been ready for sea arestill incomplete. In 
September and October last two gunboats were 
launched: one had all her machinery on board, even 
to her funnel. It was understood thatia afew days 
the vessel would be taken on her trial trip and be 
forthwith placed in commission. Six months have 
elapsed, and still the vessel is not ready for sea, sev- 
eral unsuccessful attempts having been made to 
carry out the trials. A bruiser, built 12 months ago, 
resumed her trials a few weeks since, but broke 
down, and another month must elapse before the 
alterations to her machinery will admit of a further 
trial being made. it is very desirable that vessels of 
war should be capable of attaining and maintaining 
abigh rate of speed, but it is questionable if the 
present system of forced draught will secure the re- 
sults desired. The repeated failures of the system 
upart from its additional expense in working 0 not 
surely justify its continuance. The subject is one of 
the utmost importance, affecting, as it does, the effi- 


pm of the Navy, and should be practically dealt 
with.” 








THE TRANSCASPIAN RAILWAY. 


THE Transeaspiau Railway from Mikhailovsk, on 
the Caspian Sea, to Samarcand, a distance of about 
nine hundred miles, was formally opened on Sun- 
day, May 27, the anniversary of of the coronation of 
the Emperor Alexander IIIf. The first train which 
has passed over the whole line, and which brought 
General Annenkoff and his colleagues, deputatious 
of learned societies, representatives of the press, 
and ‘a; number of foreigners of distinction, in- 
vited specially to share in the inauguration 
of the new railway, arrived at the appointed time, 
not withstanding the floods between Kizil Arvat and 
Askabad and a considerable rising of the water of 
the Amu Daria, which threatened at one time to 
cause some delay. Here the arrival of the train was 
awaited by General Rosenbach, Governor of the 
Turkestan territory, the Embassy from the Ameer 
of Bokhara, the local authorities, and a mass of peo- 
ple, Russians and natives. Amid the thunder of 
cannon the train stopped close to the famous Tomb 
of Tamerlane, where the company alighted. Lun- 
cheon was served at the official residence of General 
Rosenbsech, who proposed the heaith of the Czar, 
the toast evoking most enthusiastic cheers, Senator 
Semenoff, President of the Imperial Geographical 
Society, delivered an address, in which he dwelt 
upon the eminent services of General Annenkoff, 
who had so indefatigably labored for the completion 
of the great railway which had that day been 
opened. The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Daily Chronicle bears that in the highest ofticial 
circles there it is desired that Englana should con- 
tinue her [Indian Northwestern Railway system as 
far as Herat. The Russian Government would then 
also push the railway on to Herat from Merv. 

The correspondent of tbe Figaro describes General 
Annenhoff of the Russvian staff, who had charge of 
building this railroad, as a true friend of 
France, well versed in French literature, and, 
crowning compliment ot all for a Muscovite 
soldier, a refined Parisian. In 1885 an imperial ukase 
charged Gen. Auvenkoff with the direction of the 
line now opened to Samarcand. He formed a.railway 
battalion 1,000 strong at Moscow, and reached the 
scene of action on July 3. Great difficulties were 
encountered ; at times the ‘oases were separated by 
100 miles of desert, in which neither wood nor water 
could be found. The General conceived the happy 
idea of a rolling camp—a train of special 











carriages’ in which the workmen lived .and 
moved along as the line advanced. These 
carriages, two stcries bigh, were regular houses, 
and the one in front was plated and armed. We are 
told that the last portion of the jline was made at 
the rate of sbout six miles a day, and that the 
Tekkes were persuaded to work ata railway which 
deprives them for ever of their independence. As 
many as 22,000 Tekkes were employed at the 
rate of eighteen roubles a month. If this 
rapidity of execution astcnishes Europeans, one 
may easily understand that it has absolutely 
stupefied the Turecomans. “Of what use,” 
they say, ‘'to struggle against the Russians, who 
have just laiddown, at a gallop, two bands of iron 
between our country and the sea? Who can resist 
om een! God willed it. The white Czar is our 
ultan.”’ 








“AccorDine tu the “Esson Zeitung,” Chief Engr. 
Thier, of Erfurt, Germany, alter battling on months 
to Bnd a lubricant which would prevent iron sur- 
faces welding together when subjected to rapid 
friction under heavy pressure, at last found one in 
mustard oil mixed with asmall quantity of petro- 
leum, which completely overcame the difficulty. 

THERE are thousands of chairs in Hyde Park, Lone 
don, which can be hired fora penny each. Shortly 
after the battle of Waterlooan English general, who 
bad done good service, found himself reduced to ex- 
treme poverty. The British Government acknow- 
ledged his past services by granting him and his 
heirs forever the rigbt of letting on bire chairs at 
Hyde Park. The general gathered bis resources and 
started with a bundred chairs. There are now over 
27,000 chairs, the ineome from them amounting to 
over $50,000 a year. 

MARSHAL LEBe@oUrF, whose death occurred recently, 
was buried with military honors. The body was 
wrapped in a tattered battle flag, and the coffin 
was placed on a gua carriage and escorted by a 
battery of horse artillery. The cordons of the pall 
were held by Gen. Lanty, Governor of Verdun, and 
M. Emilie Ollivier, among others. Gen. Thomassin, 
Commander of the Army Corps of the district, was 
preseut with a brilliant staff. Marshal Lebceuf died 
thinking of his old profession. His last words were: 
“Let my regiment march past. I want to see all my ar- 
tillerymen—every soldier of them.”’ Tke remains of 
the deceased bave been paces temporarily in the 
crypt of the little church of Moncel, pending the 
construction of a mausoleum iu the park of the 
chateau.

Who perished for our dear Jand‘s sake. 
Far up in heaven the gray clouds flew, 
And mingled with the deathless blue; 
While bere, below, the blue and gray 
Melted minglivgly away, 
Mirroring heaven, to make another day. 
And we wboure Americans, we pray 
The splendor of strength that Ge.tysLurg knew 
May light the long generations with glorivus ray, 
And keep us undyingly true!

Master Overton Bernard, Tallahassee, Fla.: 

I received your letter asking me to let your pa come home 
to see you this winter. It is ~~ late now, but I will see if be 
can be spared a little while. But you must not fail to come 
out to fight for your country as soon as you are big enough, 
whether [ let your come home or not. If all the little 
boys don’t make up their minds to fight as soon as they are 
able, you won't have any home for your pa to come to.
